Waking up, Adam and Eve realize that innocence has gone, 
and having covered their shameful parts, they sit weeping;

Instead of courtesies 
exchanged before the fall, they now start to fling recrimina- 
tions at one another, "as some of their descendants were to 
fling pots and pans", (23) and Adam delivers his climactic out- 
burst, 

Thus it shall befal!

Lets her will rule; restraint she wiii not brook, 
And left to herself, if evil thence ensue 
She first his weak indulgence will accuse." 

So many critics and readers take this to be representative of 
Milton's own resentment and bitterness against women. 
It is enough to mention here that even before his private unha- 
ppy experience Milton had conceived the idea in his drafts 

for tragedy "that Adam would naturally have a violent revul- 
sion of feeling after the fail. "(24) In fact, Milton here exempts 
neither Adam nor Eve from blame:

The fruitless hours, but neither self-condemning,

Their sin is made known to heaven and the Son descends 

to Eden to question them. Adam's account of the fail is fair 
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Adam is stunned and stands speechTess realizing that she 
has been deceived, but feeling "the link of nature draw" him, 
flesh of flesh, he nobly and self-sacrificingly resolves to die 
with her for 

Should God create another Eve, and I 
Another rib afford, yet loss of thee 
Would never from my heart; 

(P. L, ix, II. 911-13) 

Adam, therefore, in full-knowledge submits unhesitat- 
ingly "to what seems remediless", (P. L, ix, 1.219) 

Against his better knowledge, not deceived, 

But fondly overcome with female charm. 

P. L, ix II. 998-99) 

This may weli be so, but Adam while meditating on this 
"remediless situation, does not seem to be altogether undece- 
ived by the serpent's argument: though Satan has tasted of 
the fruit, so Adam reflects, 

he yet lives, 
Lives, as thou saidst, and gains to live as man 
Higher degree of life, inducement strong 
To us, as likely tasting to attain 
Proportional ascent, which cannot be 
But to be gods, or angels, deml-gods. 

P. L, ix, II. 932-37) 

Thus Satan's argument seems to be too powerful for Eve's 
intellectually superior mate. 

The fruit has the same intoxicating effect upon Adam; 
it inflames them both with Lust, and he is only too pleased 
with it that he recklessly says 
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Eve greedily gorges herself with the fruit and being intox- 
icated she cheerfully praises the tree which, so she now belie- 
ves, has a goddess ofh er.indeed "it is like watching some magic 
transformation".(22) She suddenly becomes cunning and slyly 
contemplates whether to share her newly-acquired happiness 
with Adam or keep it to herself 

so to add what wanes 
In female sex, the more to draw his love, 
And render me more equal, and perhaps, 
A thing not undesirable, sometime 
Superior; for inferior who is free ? 
On second thoughts, suppose that the fruit is really deadly- 
then I shall be no more, 
And Adam wedded to another Eve, 
Shall live with her enjoying, i extinct; 
(P.L, ix, II. 821-25, 827-29) 

Thus blinded by undefeatable spasm of jealousy and poss- 
essiveness, she resolves co make Adam an accomplice, self- 
deceptively assuring herself that

Adam looking for Eve finds her, with her cheeks flushed, 
near the tree. She runs to him and, to the reader's surprise, 

tells him how much she has missed him, and breath-sassly pours 
out her story, tailing him dia* 5he has done it for his own sake 
(another lie). She snobbishly tells him that sines she does not 
like to be his superior, he should taste of the fruit lest '"diff- 
erent degree/ Disjoins us". (P. L ix, II. 883-34). 
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we live/Law to ourselves, our reason Is our law", (P. L, ix, 
1 1. 653-54) and it is her reason that Satan subtly and cunningly 
contrives, step by step, to confuse. Indeed, his argument 
proves to be too powerful for Eve to refute: he hypocritically 
shows his indignation at the wrongs done to man, assuring 
her that the tree, "mother of science", does not cause death, 
his evidence is himself, is it fair that man should be denied what 
is allowed to beasts? Eve grows increasingly confused as Satan 
argues his point. They may die perhaps but li hy putting off/ 
Human, to put on gods, death to be wisht. "(P. L, ix, I L7I3- 
14). Trying to make her sceptical of arighteous God he quest- 
ions whether it is envy, and "can envy dwell/In heavenly brea- 
stas" (P. L„ i X) 11.729-30).

Causes import your need of this fair fruit.

How could Eve but be beguiled by such twisted and mis- 
leading reasoning? Indeed, how could she know that he is not 
telling the truth? She is left gazing, fascinated by the fruit, 
and reasons with herself only to justify what she is about to do.

Adam tenderly addressed her as the "daughter of God and 
man, accomplished Eve." (P.Lr^iv^l. 660). Eve is deeply in love 
with Adam and she willingly accepts him as a guide and prote- 
ctor. As suggested by D. Miller, Milton "has come as near as 
possible to asserting her equality with man. "(13) Adam's life 
in paradise before the creation of Eve was boring and incomp- 
lete for " among unequais what society?" (P.L, viii, I. 383'). 

So God created Eve his likeness', his 'fit help' and 'ether self. 
(P.L, viii, 1 . 450). Indeed, in her own sphere she is even superior 
to Adam: while he is outside waiting for dinner, he catches 
sight of Raphael approaching to pay them a visit. He immedia- 
tely asks Eve to 

go with speed 
And what thy stores contain, bring forth and pour 
Abundance. 

( P.L, v, II 313-15 ) 
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the luckier of the two for he lacks companionship on his own 
levei. Eyen her beauty is excelled by "maniy grace and wisdom" 
and if God is Adam's law, then he is hers and "to know more/Is 
woman's happiest knowledge and her praise". (P.L, iv, II. 
637-8). 

The subsidiary position assigned to Eve in the hierachy 
of creation is not of Milton's making, nor is it fair to demand 
that he should reform it. It is interesting, though, to examine 
the poet's treatment of the subject and see whether in his 
delineation of the character of Eve any biased attitudes are 
given expression. 

To begin with, female inferiority was universally acclaimed 
during Milton's time; it was confirmed by the Bible, and is 
"representative of contemporary theological conceptions". (9) 
The idea itself comes within the basic concept of the hierarchy 
of the universe, and "if this position gave Adam precedence 
in some ways, it also made his responsibilities heavier". (10) In 
fact, Adam's and Eve's wedded love is also meant to be the 
"archetype of all marriages". Indeed, Milton's concept of mar- 
rige, as Wright suggests, is "more honourablre to women 
than that of most people of the period": 

if man's domination is taken for granted... (Milton) 

... in Jetrachordon is willuing to recognize exceptionally 
cases where the husband may admit his wife's superio- 
rity ... 'if she exceed her husband in prudence and dexte- 
rity, and he contentedly yeeld, for then a superior and 
more natural law comes in, that the wiser should govern 
the less wise, whether male or female". (12) 

Adam and Eve are portrayed as haopy lovsrs through whom 
Miiton expresses his ideal image of wedded love, which is a 
social, intellectual, spiritual as well as physical union. If fcve is

The reader is first introduced to Adam and Eve through 
the envious eyes of Satan who immediately signals them out 
as being superior to all other creatures, "God-like erect", 
"lords of all", and "in their looks divine/The Image of their 
glorious Maker Shone". Satan notices though that 

both 

Not equal, as their sex not equal seemed; 
For contemplation he and valor formed, 
For softness she and sweet attractive grace; 
He for God only, she for God in him, (8) 

"Not equal" here does nt of necessity imply that Eve is 
degradingiy a lesser creature. It simply means that they are 
different: if Adam is formed for "contemplation" and "valor", 
Eve is formed for physical softness, and "attractive grace". 
The last line has, possibly, a reference to their physical origin, 
besides suggesting Eve's position In the scheme of creation. 
Adam is created in the image of God, whereas Eve is created 
from Adam's rib, i.e. the image of Adam. His intellectual gifts 
declare "absolute rule", and his short and dark hair symbolizes 
his masculinity, whereas Eve's golden tresses hanging like a 
veil to her waist assert her beauty and femininty, that is in 
need of Adam's support for "as the vine curls her tendrils". 
(P.L., Iv, 1 307). If the image suggests "subjection", then it \s 
subjection that is not forced upon her, but . 

required with gentle sway 
And by her yielded, by him best received, 

(P.L\ iv, i 1 308- 9). 

The first words uttered by Eve are those of submission, 
Adam is her "guide and head", and she even considers herself 
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During the period of her absence Milton published the 
first of the four divorce tracts Doctrine and Discipline of Divorce 
(1643), to be followed by The Judgement of Martin Bucerjetra- 
chordon, and Colasterion. In those tracts he announced "a new 
concept of the Christian marriage", pleading for divorce on 
grounds of "incompatibility" and not mere adultery, and'non 
consummation" of the marriage. He also declared that marriage 
is "possible only if one has the right to free oneself from an 
unworthy partner".{4) 

Whether the divorce pamphlets are provoked by Milton's 
private experience or by his objective concern to reform the 
laws of England is open to debate, but it is quite possible to 
reconcile, as Halkett argues, those two motives: 

Milton turned at a moment of grave personal difficulty 
to a question he had been weighing for a long time; 
and his passionate and unabted involvement in the argu- 
ment, which captured his attention for nearly two years, 
reflects a profound personal concern. (5) 
It may well be so, but it is not sound to assert that "this 
profound personal concern"gave his subsequent works a bia- 
sed colour. Nearly twenty-five years elapsed between the publ- 
ication of the divorce tracts and the writing of his epic Paradise 
Lost (\6o7), during which period Milton married twice after 
the death of Mary PowsJf.(6) Besides, the idea of writing an 
epic had been all these years fermenting in his mind, and Milton

It was a moment of profound significance in human history 
when Eve stretched out her hand for the forbidden fruit. Tilly- 
ar'd asks whether Eve's rashness is seen by Milton as "univers- 
ally human" or" specifically feminine". He feels that Milton's 
-old grudge against the female sex gets the upper hand of his 
conscious intentions". Adam's tirade against women after the 
fall, Tillyard further argues is representative of "Milton's own 
voice, unable through the urgency of personal experience to 
keep silent. "(I) 

Milton's "personal experience" that critics make so much 
of is his first marriage to the eighteen-year-old Mary Powell 
in the Summer of 1642.(2)Biographers tell us that within a month 
after her arrival she was on her way back to her parents appar- 
ently for a visit to returrn to' her husband three years later. 
Tradition has it that Mary refused to return in spite of the 
entreaties of his several messengers, and that finally "friends 
brought about a reconciliation between husband and wife." 
Yet, it is still doubtful whether this long period of separation 
was due to personal or political circumstances. "Traffic between 
Royalist Oxford (where Mary lived) and Parliamentary London 
became increasingly dangerous in 1642 and was finally prohib - 
ited, so that she might not have been able to return even 
if she had wanted to"{3). 
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sphere, he remains the master, still more modern than any of 
.us, even today; still our leader." (I) 

As for the Irish dramatist, Sean O'Casey, he was so touched 
at seeing a performance of The Father in London in 1927 that 
he sent a note to the leading actor, Robert Loraine, in which 
he wrote, "... you were great artist in a great play. Strindberg, 
Strindberg, Strindberg, the greatest of them ail. "(2) 

Certainly Strindberg is a great artist whose impact is evi- 
dent in modern drama all over the world. But what makes 
him great is not only his innovation in drama but also the stra- 
nge life of the writer himself, that life which he faithfully ref- 
lected in his work. Yet, another great writer, Maxim 'Gorki, 
admired Strindberg for another aspect of his work, it was his 
powerful, uncompromising voice in the Viking spirit. "It is 
the duty of any honest writer", said Gorki, "to make himself 
disagreeable to the public, and the greatest art is the art of 
annoying people." (3) In this respect, Strindberg could cert- 
ainly claim position in the first ranks.

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had not been acquainted with Strindberg's work." (I) As a 
matter of fact, Shaw was very wef! acquainted with the dram- 
atic work of the Swedish dramatist, and once he witnessed a 
special performance of Miss Julie at Strindberg's Intimate Thea- 
tre in Stockholm. "In 1903 Strindberg arranged a special perf- 
ormance for Bernard Shaw, who was on a visit to Stockholm, 
and watched it with him." (2) Besides. Shaw's odmiration for 
the Swedish dramatist was so great that in 1926 he endowed 
the Anglo -Scandinavian Foundation with his Nobel Prize 
money, "so that English translations of Swedish literature, 
in particular the works of Strindberg, should be published." 
(3) Morever, Strindberg 'was largely produced in England in 
the period between the two World VVars,and "it became the 
thing, for the avant-garde, to prefer Strindberg to Ibsen." (4) 

Henri k ibsen, himself, was quite aware of the influence 
of his contemporary rival . He, therefore, kept a painting of 
the Swedish dramatist on his study wall, not, he explained, 
because of any sympathy or friendship with either the painter 
or Strindberg, but because, he said, "] am now not able to write 
a word without having that madman staring down at me!" (5) 
And while he lived in Paris from 1894 to 1 897, "six of his plays 
were running simultaneously on the Parisian stage." (6) 

in America, Eugene O'Neill proclaimed himself a disciple 
of Strindberg. "To ma," ha said, "llxs Nietzsche in his own

Strindberg wrote about 60 plays, a number of autobiog- 
raphical books and novels and articles. The reception of his 
plays and his influence on other dramatists are still raising 
controversies. !n his life time he was quite amused to find that 
he was causing an uproar. "An old lady fell dead in the theatre;" 
he wrote delightedly to Nietzsche describing the effect of the 
performance of The Father on the audiece, "another woman 
miscarried; at the sight of the strait-jacket three quarters of 
the audience rose as one man, and ran from the theatre madly 
bellowing. " (I) As an innovator of drama, Strindberg has been 
greatly imitated all over the world. But his imitators, according 
to Raymond Williams, "never reached his own level". (2) 

in England, and as early as 1892, the critic Justin MacCarthy 
wrote an article in which he described Strindberg in these 
"A new star has arisen in the North." (3) He labelled The 
Father as the "most profundly tragic play that the litera- 
ture of the North has yet produced, Ghosts not excepted." 
(4) The influence of Strindberg on Bernard Shaw is quite clear 
in such plays as Arms and the Man, which has many affinities 
with Miss Ju//e,and Man and Super man, with the analogy between 
som of its scenes and those of Strindberg's The Father. "Indeed, 
the later Shaw", says Margery Morgan, "might never have 
remained open, as he did, to new dramatic influences if he

In his attempt to cut below the surface of things, strind- 
berg used startling symbols, unrealistic patterns of speech, 
fragmentary characters and he dispensed with the logical seq- 
uence of time, place and action. Yet in his dream plays Strind- 
berg succeeded to expose the inner struggle of the main char- 
acters. "Never before in the history of drama", Says Martin 
Lamm, "has the inner struggle of a soul been so graphically... 
so tangibly, exposed to an audience." (2) After the writing 
of Strindberg's dream plays, a new function of drama was rev- 
ealed, to present a state of mind. 

Whether it is the result of the strange and dreadful expe- 
riences of the inferno crisis during shich period Strindberg 
was at his best as he had said in 1884: 

"My best writing comes when i am suffering from hallucina- 
tions" (3), the dream plays are Strindberg's masterpieces, 
as they are entirely his own creation. 

Like some other dramatists who had their own theatres, 
Strindberg was able in 1907 to found his Intimate Theatre in 
Stockholm. For this theatre he wrote his last four chamber 
plays, Storm, Rhe Burnt House, The Ghost Sonata and The Pelican. 
In these plays and some other short ones such as Pariah, The 
Stronger and Simoom, Strindberg experimented freely with the 
form of drama. The plays are very short and the characters 
are sometimes reduced to wo in number and they are [use 
labelled as Mr X and Mr Y, as we find in Pariah.

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all together 1035 performances of 24 different Strindberg plays 
in 62 German cities." (I) 

In the Author's Note to A Dream Play, Strindberg laid 
down the principles of Expressionism. "In this dream play", 
he wrote, 

the author has, as in his former dream play, To Damascus 
attempted to imitate the inconsequent yet transparently 
logigical shape of a dream. Everything can happen, everyt- 
hing is possible and probale. Time and place do not exist; 
on an insignificant basis of reality the imagination spins, 
weaving newpatterns; a mixture of memories, exper- 
iences, free fancies, incongruities and improvisations. The 
characters split, double, multiply, evaporate, condense, 
disderse, assemble. But one consciosness rules over them 
all, that of the dreamer; for him there are no secrets, 
no illogicalities, no scruples, no laws. (2) 

This is analogous in many respects to the charcteristics of Expr- 
essionism which were dominant in the plays of such German 
playwrights as George Kaiser, Ernest Toiler and the younger 
Brecht, to mention but a few names. In the German Express- 
ionistic plays the following factors are easily detected: 

Confusion, the radiation, expansion and unfolding of 
the ego, lyricism, abstractness, rhetorical ecstasy, pure 
untrammeled feeling in man, childish dilettantism, dre- 
am-character, telegram-style, pantomime, typification 
of character, social-political framework and the aban-

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was bored with the photographic realism which reproduced 
even the speck of dust on the iens of the camera. In his later 
.period, Strindberg wrote completely symbolic plays. Examples 
of these are Swanwhite (1901) and The Crown Bride (1902). 

Between 1894 and 1896 Strindberg had a serious mental 
crisis which he later called the Inferno. Just before and during 
this period, he began to see a series of "images in which natural 
objects appear to have human features, sometimes distorted 
but often accurate." (I) Even this crisis, according to John 
Milton, is a part of Strindberg's search and striving for someth- 
ing out of his reach. He could not stand still, "nor could he 
accept a particular dramatic form as the ultimate end." (2) 
The Inferno experience was a transition period during which 
the dramatist was desperately looking for a new direction in 
his career." It seems quite plausable to assume that the search 
caused the experience, not that the experience was the cause 
of the search." (3) Whatever real cause of the Inferno crisis, 
it is a matter of fact that Strindberg emerged from it more 
powerful than ever. 

Mnndbergs greatest achievement in drama is Expression- 
ism. The plays which he called his dream plays, such as The 
Road to Damms (1893-1901), A Dream Play (1901) and The 
Ghost Sonata (1907), are indisputably considered to be the foun- 
dation of this aesthetic movement in drama which aooeared

mainly in Germany in the second decade of the twentieth cent- 
ury, in fact Strindberg's plays became so popular in Germany 
that in "the two sessions, I9i3-i4 and 1914- 15, there were

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Paris, in January 1893. (I) it was characterized by several French 
critics "as a daring naturalistic) drama ... very similar to the 
French naturalistic dramas performed by Antoine." (2) But 
despite Strindberg's attempt to justify the use of the technical 
devices in the play to make it as Naturalistic as poscible, the 
play remains in most of its parts as an echo of Strindberg's own 
tormented life. Darwinism and its doctrine of the survival of 
the fittest are used to reflect Strindberg's conception of the 
class struggle in which Jean, the valet, wins the battle over 
Julie, the aristocrat; in other words, the struggle between 
Strindberg, the son of a servant, and his first wife, the barone - 
ss, reversed. Besides, the use of symbolism in the play, such 
as the whip of Julie's father, the killing of Julie's bird which 
symbolically foreshadows Julie's fate and the occasional heigh- 
tened, exaggerated style of dialogue mark the play as a depart- 
ure from Naturalism. 

To Justify his break with Naturalism, Strindberg announced 
in December 1888 that he was on the point of of abandoning 
Zola. "Zolaism", he said, "seemst^to/be en the way out. There- 
fore, don't be surprised that ! don't want to trail behind, since 
I'm used to being in the vanguard." (3) Like many other writ- 
ers such as Ibsen, Shaw and Zola himself, Strindberg found 
Naturalism a burden on his art. A year later, he published an 
essay in the Danish paper, Ny jord, in which he violently conde- 
mned Naturalism, calling it the "objectivity that is so beloved 
by those who have nothing to say, by those devoid of tempera- 
ment - the soulless ones, as they ought to be called." (4) He

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Zola's manifesto". (I) For coming in contact with the psycho- 
logical experiments with the power of suggestion made the 
Swedish writer able to see great possibilities in Naturalistic 
drama, in August 1887 he wrote a letter to Zola with a French 
translation of The Father to this effect. But three months later 
he received a reply from the French writer in which he obser- 
ved that "he did not consider it a very naturalisic piece of work, 
despite his polite praise of it .... Zoia did not find the charact- 
ers sufficiently explained and determined by the physical milieu 
they tended to become abstractions and lacked'un e'tat civil' 
complet." (2) Because of that The Father was not performed 
in Paris until 1894. 

Strindberg was not discouraged by the fate of The Father 
and so he wrote another play, Miss Julie (183), in which he 
tried to apply the principles of Naturalism: natural determina- 
tion, heredity and milieu. " 1 take the liberty", he wrote to his 
publisher, " of hereby offering you the first naturalistic tragedy 
of the -Swedish drama, end ! beg you not to reject it without 
serious thought, or you will later regret it, for ... this play 
wiSi be remembered in history. (3) Indeed, the play has become 
one c:f the masterpieces cf Naturalistic drama, and the preface 
Strindbgerg wrote to it is one of the documents of Naturalism; 
as Strindberg expressed in this preface his understanding of 
this aesthetic movement in the theatre. Miss Julie was presented 
hv two of the famous indeoendent Theatres in Eurooe which 
furthered the cause of Naturalism. Otto Brahm's Freia Buhne 
put it on in April 1892, and Andre Antoine's Theatre Libre in

that i believed I was mad. " (I) In fact Strindberg has 
dramatized the idea which he had already expressed it. 
his essay "Psychic Murder", published in 1887. In this essay hi_ 
described a series of real and fictional psychic murders and 
concluded that the struggle for power, formerly purely phyys- 
ical, had become"more psychic, but not therefore less cruel". 
The world, he goes on, " had been transformed into a torture 
chamber where strong minds used psychic means to destroy 
the weaker ones." (2) 

Strindberg's belief in the continuous war between men 

and women recurs again and again even in his later plays. To 

the question "Tell me-what is woman? " one of the characters 

in the Road to Damascus (1898-1901) gives the following answer: 

I don't know! Perhaps a larva or a chrysalis, out of whose 

trancelike life a man one day will be created. She seems 

a child, but isn't one; she is a sort of child, and yet not 

like one. Drags downward when the man pulls up. Drags 

upward, when the man pulls down. (3) 

Like any other creative writer, Strindberg wanted his work 
to be read and performed outside his small country, Sweden. 
Therefore he wrote to a friend of his asking him to urge the 
French writer, Emile Zola, the founder of Naturalism in the 
theatre, to gee a publisher for The Fater and to have it perfor- 
med in Paris. Strindberg, on the other hand, had been so imp- 
ressed by the French writer thac he tried in 1883 to "persuade 
the editor of the newspaper, Puck, to publish excerpts from

her-] ike dog and cat! " (I) Later on, in The Road to Damascus, 
the Doctor bids the Stranger to take a stick to his wife, perhaps 
echoing Nietzsche's advice to go to woman with a whip. (2) 
Yet this tense relationship between Strindberg and woman 
in general and the failure of his three marriages seem to some 
critics to be the cause of the dramatist's creative writing. "His 
three major creative periods", says Maurice Valency, "were the 
aftermath, in each case, of his three marriages, and the psychic 
crises which they precipitated were the immediate source of 
his masterpieces" (3). 

Strinbderg dramatized the war between the male and 
female sexes in several plays, such as The Father, Miss Julie, 
The Dance of Death and others. In these plays he emphasizes the 
power of woman over man as a result of hypnotism and sugge- 
stion which she practices over him. Man in Strindberg's plays 
is shown as the mere refined sex, doomed to be crushed by 
the more primitive and stronger female sex, while woman is 
shown as a vampire. "Her weapon of^vjptory was to be not, as 
in the days of Aeschylus and Shakespeare, poison or dagger, 
but the much subtler weapon of spiritual murder through 
suggestion" (4). Indeed, the main issue in The Fetter is this 
power of suggestion and how it works. In a letter to a friend 
of his Strindberg wrote describing how his wife, Sin, used 
that "witchcraft" over him. "She got me to imagine for three 
years", he wrote, "that I was ill, got rns to imagine \ was mad 
and everyone pitied and believed her! ... Remember that

* Early in his career as a playwright, Strindberg formed his 
own opinion of women, partly because of his bitter experience 
with his first wife, the Finnish actress Siri von Essen, and mainly 
because of his belief in the war between the sexes. Just before 
he wrote his first successful play, The Father (1887), in which 
he dramatized the war between man and woman, he had been 
much impressed by an article which he read in a magazine. 
The writer of that article, Paul Lafargue, "postulated the theory 
that the family was originally a matriarchy and only became 
a patriarchy as a result of a long and violent war between the 
sexes. A return to the matriatrchal pattern would involve an 
equally long and bloody war." (2) As a result of that Strindberg 
wrote an essay in which he expressed his fear that such a battle 
would mean the defeat of man, that if this battle takes place 
it will herald an age of barbarism, (3) To some extent, he even 
looked at the relationship between him and his wives in the 
ight of this conception. "Ah," he wrote to his first wife, Siri, 
even before their marriage, "happy I shall be when I am married 
and have someone I can always quarrel with! " (4) And again 
he wrote from Paris to his second wife, Frida, in Austria saying 
that he longed to leave everything and "come back to live with

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Works faithfully reflect their own lives, in the words of George 
Steiner, "No playwright ever made of so public a form as drama 
r a more private expression." (!) In fact Strindberg thought 
that literature could not be imaginative, therefore he called 
for the establishment of huge archives centres in whuich the 
real life story of each persen should be kept: 

I remember that when i was a very young journalist and 
had already seen the weaknesses inherent in prefabrica- 
ted literature, I drew up plans. ... for a literature of the 
future that would present all the documents relating to 
the inner story of a human being. This literature would 
be built up by having every 'citizen at a certain age depo- 
sit his autobiography, written anonymously and with no 
names in the text, in the communal archives.(2) 
Unlike Ibsen who championed the feminist campaign in 
such plays as A Doll's House and The Pillars of Society, Strindberg 
used drama as a weapon to attack women. And despite his 
emphasis that he was not a woman-hater, he often makes his 
mouthpieces expressj^udj feelings. In The Road to Damascus, 
for instance, the following "cliaicgue takes place between the 
two major characters, despite the fact that in this later play 
Strindberg became less hostile in his attitude towards women: 

Stranger: Tel! also whether you held me to be a misogy- 
nist? 

Lady: A woman-hater? Every healthy man is one, .in the 
secret places of his heart; and all perverted men are admirers

In his own way, the Swedish dramatist, August Strindberg 
(1849-1912), contributed considerably to the world theatre 
and world drama. He did much to further the cause of Natura- 
lism, and he is considered by almost all those interested in the 
development of world drama to be the creater of Expressionism 
in drama. His range of form is so vast that he is described to be 
a uniqe writer whose hand, according to Allardyce Nicoll, 
il touch now the early romantics , now the realists and natural- 
ists, now the expressionists, now the surrealists, and now the 
existentialists. There is no author whose range is wider or 
more provocative. In him the entire history of the stage from 
1800 to the present day is epitomized." (1) 

Strindberg lived a miserable life. His mother was a servant, 
and his father, a shipping merchant, went bankrupt when the 
child was four years old. At the age of thirteen his mother died. 
He failed at the university; and when he went on the stage, 
he failed also. He married three times, but none of his marria- 
ges was successful. He spent a great deal of his life living away 
from his own country. In Paris his scientific experiments to 
make gold failed, and for three years he hovered on the brink 
of insanity. Ironically, he died of stomach cancer. 

These biographical details are quite relevant in understa- 
nding Strlndberg's work , for he is one of the few writers whose

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traditional myth represented by the divine providence, it is 
no wonder then that Queen Elizabeth's reign must be praised 
highly especially when she is the granddaughter of Richmond 
(Henry V!l), the first Tudor king. In each play Richmond is 
introduced as a chosen instrument and asymbolic figure. 
Moreover Richmond, as history records that, exploits both 
Tudor myth and his historical descent from Cadwallader, the 
last of the British so that he can justify his claim to the throne 
and his rebellion against the established king; thus he named 
his eldest son after Arthur, the most famous legendary British 
king to remind his people that he and his son will bring back 
England's old giory. In both plays history is viewed as mirror 
on which the lessons of the preceding century can be reflected, 
and so rulers and subjects as well can take advantage 
of these lessons. The Tudor bias is shown everywhere in the 
chronicle histories which furnished the basic materials in the 
two plays, but time and again author of these plays devate 
from the chronicles as the are more concered with dramatic 
effects than accurate historical facts which theb found in the 
works of historians, such as More, Holinshed, Hal! and others 
The most important technique followed in both plays is the 
long soliioques especially those given by Richard; and each 
author does his to soften the horrors of the scenes by mastering 
his dramatic hold on the play as a whole ,

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akespeare makes the English feei proud of Richard's patriotism 
when he is talking of Richmond, who is backed by the French: 
t if we be conquered, let men conquer us, 

And not these bastard Britains, whom our fathers 
Have tinheir own land beaten, bobbed, and thumped, 
And in record left the them heirs of shame. 

(V. iii. 333-336) 
Richard's courage and valour are represented in the battlef- 
ield of Bosworth, and "so when he dies, "as George B. Chur- 
chill puts it, 4, upon the field of battle dies possessed of that 
for which he had longed, the glory and the fame of kingship, 
and with it the fame of a courage undaunted and a will unrel- 
enting to the last. (16) In both plays Richard asks for a fresh 
horse to continue to fight fearlessly. The following quotations, 
on the other hand, show Shakespeare's indebtedness to The 
True Tragedy. We have this furious speech when Richard add- 
resses his page in The True Tragedy: 

King. A horse, a horse, a fresh horse. 

page. A fiie my Lord, and saue your life. 
King. Hie villaine looke I as tho I would flie, no first shall 
this dull and senselesse ball of earth reciue my 
bodie cold and void of sense. (! 1.1985 ff.) 
In Shakespeare, Richard has the same fury addressing Gatesby: 
King Richard. A horse! A horse! My kingdom for ahorse! 
Catesby. Withdraw, my lord; I'll help you to a horse. 
King Richard. Slave, ! have set my life upon a cast, 

And I will stand the hazard of the die. 

(V. iv. 7-10) 

The unifying theme in both plays is the moral theme which 

brings the other themes closer to each other. The lessons that 

the sixteenth-century people should understand are those 

taught by the Tudor historians who hoisted the banner of the 
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was the great and never-to-be forgotten nexus of Elizabthan 
political consciousness, the drawing of a new age, the advent 
of the messiah-king,"(!5)as wilbur sanders points out. Shakes- 
peare allows only few lines to celebrate this outstanding hist- 
orical event, first in Stanley's words: 

Sir Christopher, tell Richmond this from me: ... 
Withal say that the Queen hath heartily consented 

He should espouse Elizabeth her daughter. (IV.v. Iff.) 

and then when Richmond says: 

O, now let Richmond and Elizabeth, 
The true succeeders of each royal house, 
By God's fair ordinaance conjoin together! 
(V.v.29-31) 
Furthermore, The True Tragedy excels Richard III in show- 
ing more patriotism by paying tribute to Queen Elizabeth 
and her ancestors who tried to establish order and unity. At 
the end of the play the first messenger gives a brief idea about 
Henry Vll's reign; then he is followed by the second messenger 
who relates Henry Vlll's and Edward Vl's reigns, princess Eli- 
zabeth gives details about Queen mary, and then her mother 
concludes the play praising Queen Elizabeth: 

She is that lampe that keeps faire Englands light, 
And through her faith her country Hues in peace 
And she hath put proud Antichrist to flight, 
And bene the meanes that ciuill wars did cease. 
Then England kneel* vpon thy hairy knes, 
And thanke that God thac still prouides for thee. 
(11.2202-2207) 
in conclusion we should like to say something favourable 
to Richard, who has been severely, but justly attacked throu- 
ghout the article, Richard in both plays is no coward, and sh- 
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Most readers and viewers are relieved at length when 
Richard is thrown off the stage to be replaced by the peace 
promising Richmond. Eugen M. Waith comments on this point 
and says:"Despite the fact Richard completely dominates the 
play, and that he has a sinister fascination, we are enabled to 
accept Richmond's view of him entirely and rejoice that he 
has been put out of the way,'(l2)so Shakespeare is occupied 
with the idea of giving a practical example about the destructive 
elements of human nature, and that he is concerned with the 
moral theme of the play as he is "emphasizing moral rather 
than political sins,"(i3)as Lily Campbell points out.Stil! Shake- 
speare wants to show us the irony of the whole play-that des- 
tructive people destroy themselves at the end. "The tragedy 
is, "as Mark Eccles says, "ironic in that Richard, by destroying 
others, brings destruction upon himself."(l4) 

The True-Tragedy, on the other hand, dwells on the theme 
of restored order and unity more than Shakespeare does, esp- 
ecially when it emphasizes the marriage of Richmond and Eliz- 
abeth which is an important unifying symbol, while shakespeare 
always keeps Elizabeth off stage,77ie True Tragedy gives her several 
roles the most important of which is when she is offered as bride 
to Richmond. She is shown a sadutiful daughter who is ready Co 
welcome her future husband if her mother gives her consent: 

Then know my Lord, that if my mother please, I 
muse in dude veei.d to her command for when our 
father I eftaged his life, he willed vs honour still our 
mot hers age:and therefore as my dutie doth command,! 
do commit my seife to her dispose. ( I 1.21 [Off.) 

Shakespeare does noc give this matter its due consider- 
ation, especially when "the marriage of Richmond and Elizabeth 
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In God's name cheerly on, courageous friends, 
To reap the harvest of perpetual peace 
By this one bloody trial of sharpy war.(V.ii. 14-16) 
Richmond comes to put an end to disorder and to heal the 
wounds of the civil wars which tore England and distorted 
its face. Richmond, on the eve of his victory, sleeps peacefully 
and all the ghosts and spirits which visit him foretell his tri- 
umph. So Richmond can be considered as God's "minister" 
as he claims to be : 

O thou whose captain 1 account myself, 
Look on my forces with a gracious eye! 
Put in their hands thy bruising irons of wrath, 
That they may crush down with a heavy fall 
The usurping helmets of our adversaries! 
Make us thy ministers of chastisement. 

(V.iii. 109-114) 
In The True Tragedy Pichmond is also shown as God's agent 
and calls upon His helpL ^ 

Then courage countrymen, and neuer be dismayed, 
Our quarels good, and God will help the right, 
For we now by dangers we haue past, 
That God no doubt will giue vs victorie. 

(II. 1 650-1 653) 

Shakespeare wants us to notice the way he followed In the 

opening and closing scenes of the play. It opens with Richard, 

who harbours malice, threat, intrigues, war, and disorder; 

then it ends with "Richmond, who of course is another symbol, 

this time for justice, and the constructive aspects of peacfi "(1 I) 

as paul Haeffner states. Richhmond really predicts that God will: 

Enrich the time to come with smooth-faced peace, 

With smiling plenty, and fair prosperous days!(V. 

v. 33-34) 
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the idea that the principle of order and justice must replace 
anarchy, discord, and tyranny. God's instrument for achiev- 
ing this principle is Richmond, who is introduced as a pious 
leader. In both plays Richard must be superseded by a good 
ruler. This is obviously seen in The True Tragedy when Richard 
never asks God for help against Richmond: 

A Catesbie, thou lookest like a dog, and thou Lo- 
uell too, but you will runne away with them that be 
gone, and the diuel go with you a'l.Godivei hope, God, 
what talkel of God, that haue serued the diuell all this 
while. No, fortune and courage for me. (II. 1966 ff) 
Richard does not believe that God has helped him become 
king; he believes-as the foregoing quotation shows that too- 
that Fortune is his only help: "Fortune make me a king, For- 
tune giue me a kingdome'' >(*fi\ 443-444). 

The Richard of The True Tragedy has a worse end than 
the Shakespearean Richard as his body is to be carried naked 
through the city of Leicester according to Rich mend's order: 
Now seeing that each thing turnes to our content, 
I will it be proclaimed presently, th-t traytrous Richard 
Be by cur command, drawne through the streets of Lester, 
Starke naked on z Colliers horse let him be laid, 
For as of others paines he had no regard, 
So let him haue atraytors due reward. {I i. 2! 52ft.) 
In each piay Richmond \s shown as God's agent. He always 
praises Him for His help, The first words of Shakespear's Ric- 
hmond following his triumph are : 

God and your arms be praised, victorious friends! 
The day is ours; the bloody dog is dead.iV.v. ! -2) 
Richmond depends on God to restore order while addressing 
his men before the battle is fought: 
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ating, is now humiliated, insulted, old, powerless, dominated 
and deprived of everything except hatred and bitterness for 
'her enemies who brought her to this destiny-no sinner can 
escape his doom. 

The first doom has afflicted Clarence, and Shakespeare 
shows him tortured by his dreams and conscience before he 
receives God's justice. Again God's vengeance is demonstr- 
ated when we find that not only Margaret is widowed, but 
also Elizabeth. Furthermore God's vengeance befalls Bucki- 
ngham, Richard's satellite, because he has already supported 
Richard in committing crimes-he gets a crown for Richard, 
but death for himself.What is more, Anne ends up with a mys- 
terious death because she has made it possible to let Richard 
win her hand at the funeral scene of her father-in-law whom 
Richard has murdered. 

From all the above-mentioned examples we feel the inf- 
luence of the sixteenth-century historians on Shakespeare-" 
as moralists, historians had a duty to reveal the logic and ben- 
evolence of God's plan and to explain and justify His interv- 
entions,'^ 10) as M.M. Reese puts it. It is no wonder then that 
when PJchard's doom comes, he is first tortured by the pri- 
cks of conscience and horrible nightmares. He starts to feel 
suspicious of his supporters and turns friends into enemies, 
then he meets his death in the battlefield of Bosworth on foot 
after his horse has been killed under him-that the evil gains 
of years fall to destruction in one day. Richard must be rev- 
enged on and must pay with his life for plotting the assassin- 
ation of his brother, his nephew, his king and his countrymen; 
and ultimately he becomes the victim of all his own atrocious 
crimes. 

Having demonstrated the first two themes of the tv/o 
plays, it is time now to explain the third theme dealing with 
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On the whole, Shakespeare treats the theme of the div- 
ine retribution better than that of The True Tragedy. He tries 
to show that God of the Old Testament-king of kings-is rul- 
ing indirectly through the play. Richard is God's instrument, 
and God answers prayers as well as curses without showing 
any mercy. This theory is better explained by A. P. Rossster: 

But [Richard] is not only this demon incarnate, 
he is in effect God's agent in a predetermined plan 
of divine retribution: the "scourge of God." Now 
by Tudor-Christian historical principles, this plan 
is right. Thus, in a real sense, Richard is a king who 
"can do no wrong"; for in the pattern of the jus- 
tice of divine retribution on the wicked, he func- 
tions as an avenging angel. Hence my paradoxical 
title, "Angel with Horns. "(8) 

The divine judgement, accordingly, is that of the famil- 
iar principle- a tooth for a tooth and an eye for an eye: a pri- 
nce of Wales is for a prince of Wales and a king of England is 
for a king of England . Yet this divine punishment is not only 
private, but also common and general. Richard's doom does 
not arrive at its end until his sins ripen for punishment, and 
after he has been exploited by divine vengeance to punish the 
others, because "the play's main end is, "as E. M. W. Tillyard 
puts it, "to show the working out of God's wili in English his- 
tory. "(9) 

Richard's doom is preceded by other actions of God's 
revenge. Queen Margaret, the widow of Henry VI, sands her 
curses throughout the oiay and invokes God's justice to ave- 
nge her on her enemies. But she is herself punished by God's 
justice-she is now humiliated and degraded, she, who was 
queenly, proud, charming, powerful, passionate and domin- 
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i promise thee Will, it greeues mee to see what 
mone these yoong princes make, i had rather th- 
en fortie pounds I had nere tane it in hand, tis a 
dangerous matter to kill innocent princes, I like 
it not. (II. 1295 ff.) 

In Shakespeare we find that the Second Murderer feels sad- 
ness after the crime has been carried out: 

A bloody deed and desperately dispatched! 
How fain, like Pilate, would I wash my hands 
Of this most grievous murder! ... 

For I repent me that the Duke is slain. 

(I. iv. 274 ff.) 

Again God's anger and vengeance on Richard is repres- 
ented in both plays when the sun does not shine on the day 
of the battlefield of Bosworth. In The True Tragedy the over- 
cast sky is a bad omen and Richard prophesies his doom, af- 
ter his horse has been killed, while addressing the page: 

You watry heauens rowle on my gloomy day, and 
darksome cloudes close vp my cheerful! sownde, 
dpwne is thy sunne Richard, neuer to shine aga- 
ine. (II. 1989 ff.) 

Shakespeare's Richard feels uncomfortable when the sky is 
gloomy: 

A black day will it be to somebody .... 

The sun will not be seen today; 

The sky doth frown and lour upon our army .... 

Not shine today! Why, what is that to me 
More than to Richmond? For the selfsame heaven 
That frowns on me looks sadly upon him. 

(V. iii. 281 ff.) 
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My conscience hath a thousand several tongues, 
And every tongue brings in a several tale, 
And every tale condemns me for a villain. 
Perjury, perjury in the highest degree, 
All several sins, ail used in each degree, 
Throng to the bar, crying all, "Guilty! Guilty!" 
I shall despair. Thereis no creature loves me; 
And if I die, no soul will pity me. 

(V. Hi. 194-202) 

But in both plays all that the spirits want is revenge on Ric- 
hard. In Shakespeare, Richard realizes that when he says: 
Methought the souls of all that I had murdered 
Came to my tent, and every one did threat 
Tomorrow's vengeance on the head of Richard. 
y^: ;: V\ (V. iii. 205-207) 

In The True Tragedy the ghosts give a similar threat: 

Meethinkes their ghoasts comes gaping for reuenge, 
Whom I haue slaine in reaching for a Crowne, 
Clarence complaines, and crieth for reuenge. 
My Nephues bloods, Reuenge, reuenge, doth crie. 
The headlesse Peeres comes preasing for reuenge. 
And euery one cries, let the tyrant die. 

(II. 1880 f(.) 

In both plays we find murderers who feel regret when 
the murder is committed. In The True Tragedy Will Sluter and 
Jack Denten murder the two princes. Shakespeare also uses 
two men to murder Clarence, in both plays the moral theme 

is stressed and one of the murderers feels regret either bet- 
ore or after the crime is committed. In The True Tragedy Den- 
ten feels regret before the deed is done: 
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Accuseth meas guiltie of the fact, 
The fact, a damned Judgement craues, 
Whereas impartiall Justice hath condemned. 

(II. 1403 ff.) 

Richard's conscience is not only troubled in his sleepl- 
ess nights or nightmares, but also when he is awake, espec- 
ially when he imagines terrible visions. He visualizes the spi- 
rits of the people whom he has slain crying for revenge.What 
is worse, he imagines that all things have shared the cry: 
The hell of life that hangs vpon the Crowne, ... 
That sleepe I, wake I, or whatsoeuer I do, 
Meethinkes their ghoasts comes gaping for reuenge, 
Whom I haue slaine in reaching for a Crowme .... 
And all, yea all the world I thinke, 
Cries for reuenge, and nothing but reuenge. 

Q^ \l/\ (M. 1874 ff.) 
rn between repentance and stu- 
bbornness: 

Nay what canst thou do to purge thee of thy guilt? 
Euen repent, craue mercie for thy damned fact, 
Appeale for mercy to thy righteous God, 
Ha repent, not I, craue mercy they that list. 
My God, is none of mine. (II. S4I6 ff.) 

While the playwright of The True Tragedy emphasize* the 
theme of retribution by showing Richard's affliction by the 
blame of conscience, Shakespeare's Richard shows no signs 
of having a troubled conscience, except on the eve of the bat- 
tie of Bosworth. Here he is troubled by the ghosts of the peo- 
ple he has already murdered and thinks that he is ' : a vif'aln" 
and denied the love of people for his atrocious misdeeds: 



In The True Tragedy Richard has the same doubtful feeling of 
Stanley: 

Ay sir, that you might be in Cheshire and iancashire, then 
should your Fostes passe inuisible into Brittaine, and you 
to depart the reafme at your pleasure, or else I to suffer 
an intollerable foe vnder me, which I will not. (II. I533ff.) 
Having dealt with the first theme of the two plays, let us 

now turn to the second theme concerning religion and mora! 

retribution. The author of The True Tragedy shows, uniike 

Shakespeare, that Richard himself thinks he may fall and that 

his fail will be greater than his rise: 

Doth Fortune so much fauour my hapinesse, 
That I no sooner deulse, but she sets abroach? 
Or doth she but to trie me, that raising me aloft, 
My fai! may be the greater. (! i. 393 ff.) 
His conscience is weaker than the Shakespearean Richard's. 
In his first speeches he argues with himself the stimuli that 
made him commit misdeeds, and he is mostly shown with wou- 
nded conscience. To back this statement, it is worth quoting 
Geoffrey Buiiough's comment on this subject: "Richard here 
is a . . . complex character ... He is not merely a brutal tyrant 
but also a man with a conscience. As soon as he has gained the 
throne he begins to fear that his reigo will not endure, and he 
becomes the prey of wild alarms. "(7)He does not feel at ease 
and no sooner is he driven to the thought of reoentance to 
God, than he puts it aside. Richard's guilty conscience is cle- 
arly represented after his coronation and che murder of the 
princes: 

My fearefull shadow that still follov/es me., 
Hath sommond me before the seuere iud^e, 
My conscience witnesse of the blood I spilt, 
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His fame will not be limited within England, but it will be wor- 
ldwide no matter how long he will keep the throne. Moreover, 
he does not believe that God has helped him win the crown, 
but Fortune is his real assistance: 

Why so, now Fortune make me a King, Fortune giue me 
a kingdome, let the world report the Duke of Gloster 
was a King, therefore Fortune make me King, if I be but 
King for a yeare, nay but halfe a yeare, nay a moneth, a 
weeke, three dayes, one day, or halfe a day, nay an houre, 
swounes half an houre, nay sweete Fortune, clap but the 
Crowne on my head, that the vassals may but once say, 
God saue King Richards life, it is inough, (II. 443 ff.) 
Still Richard, to secure his power in both piays, uses peo- 
ple for his own advantage.When he gets what he needs from 
them or when they hesitate to carry out his wishes, he no longer 
trusts them and feels suspicious of them. This is dearly seen 
when Shakespeare's Buckingham refuses to murder the two 
princes and finally decides "to^^tffrT Richmond against Richard. 
In The True Tragedy Richard is also suspicious of Buckingham, 
or even any person as he on!/ relies on himself and trusts no 
one: 

But yet if my neighbours house bee on fire, let me seeke 
to saue mine owns, in trust is treason, time slippth, it is 
ill iesting with edge tooles, or dallying with Princes matt- 
ers, He strike whillst the yron is hot, and lie trust never 
a Duke of Buckingham, no never a Duke in the world, 
further then I see him. (II. 469 ff.) 
ShakesDeare's Richard does not trust Stanley, as he thinks he 
might join Richmond a* any moment: 

Ay, thou wouldst be gone to join with Richmond. 
But I'll not trust thee. (IV. iv. 490-49!)

the child is not of age to rule, and Richard finds it incrodible 
to ru!e for another. He reveals all this in his soliloquy: 
Ah yoong Prince, and why not I? 

Or who shall inherit Plantagines but his sonne? 

And who the King deceased, but the brother? . . . 

Why now I with renowne of a soldier, which is neuer fold but 

By waight, nor changed but by losse of life, 

I reapt not the gaine but the glorie, and since it becometh 
A sonne to maintaine the honor of his deceased father,.. 

Why my father got the Crowne,my brother won the Crowne,.. 
Why what are the babes but a puffe of 
Gun-pouder? a marke for the soldiers, food for fishes, 

Or lining for beds, deuices enough make thern away, 
Wherein I am resolute, and determing , needs no counsel!. 

//V/iN ( |! - 35 ° ff ) 

In both plays Richard is not sure that he will stay King for 
a long time. In Shakespeare he is happy because he has gained 
the throne, no matter how long he will keep it. He only has 
lust for power for the time being, and there is no mention that 
his fame will last even after his death: 

But shall we wear these glories for a day? 
Or shall they last, and we rejoice in them-' 

(IV. ii. 5-6) 

In The True Tragedy. Richard prophesies a tragic end for 
himself but still death will not bury his fame. He is not inter- 
ested in power for power's sake, but in fame of power that 
will brin^ him glory even after death: 

Ah how this title of Maiestie, animates me to my purpose. 
Valour brings fame, and fame conqueres death. (II. 390ff.) 
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Again Richard, who knows nothing but maltce, murder, 
revenge and perjury, is hypocritical towards his right-hand 
man, Buckingham. When he becomes King, he backs out and 
denies Buckingham the earldom of Hereford, which he prom- 
ised. Richard does so because Buckingham is reluctant to murder 
the two princes, which is still unjustifiable since Buckingham 
has done much to help Richard become King. 

Now we turn to the Richard of The True Tragedy, who is 
obsessed with one thought and passion that he expresses in 
the following: 

And the title of a King, is next vnder the degree of a God... 

To be baser than a King I disdaine. (II. 356, 364) 
The only way to get to the crown is not by deception as the 
Shakesperean Richard does, but by a continuous strife. More- 
over the fear of death and heil will never prevent him from 
getting the throne by removing his nephew: 
And I will wear the Crowne^ 
Haue I removed such long out ofmy sight, as my brother Clarenc 
And king Henry the sixth, to suffer a child to shadow me, 
May more, my nephew to disinherit me, . .. 
No death nor hell shall not withhold me, but as I rule ! will raign. 

(I!. 367 ff.) 
Still the Richard of The True Tragedy is iess hypocritical than 
the Shakespearean Richard and lacks his artful cunning. He 
believes he has more right to the throne, especially since he 
is Plantagenet's son who has actually helped his brother win 
the crown, and so it is not expected to give it to a child who 
has done nothing. He has gained the glory of a soldier with no 
crov/n, but the child has gained the crown without abtaining 
the glory or even knowing anything of the past.What is more 
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lent desire to get the throne can make him double-faced.When 
Clarence is on his way to prison, he meets Richard, who addr- 
esses him: "Your imprisonment shall not be long" (i. i. i 14), 
which can be interpreted in two ways. For Clarence this means 
that Richard will do his best to get him released; but for Ric- 
hard this means that he will try to bring about Clarence's death 
as soon as possible, and that is why he says to himself: "That 
I will shortly send thy soul to heaven" (I. i. I 19). 

To be a hypocrite, Richard exploits the gullibility of the 
people with whom he deals. Richard's favourite amusement 
is to satirize, ridicule, and make fun of others. His hatred and 
contempt for mankind make him try to play his tricks on those 
who are his satellites or adversaries. His hypocrisy and his 
confidence in deceiving people encourage him to play different 
roles successfully — a sinner and a saint, an enemy and a friend, 
a subject and a monarch, a warrior and a suitor. All obstacles 
give way before him—the wit of men and the intrigues of 
women. He deceives both the religious Mayor of London and 
the citizens when he appears reading a book of prayers, and 
supported on each side by a bishop. 

In his soliloquy after winning Anne, Richard asks his aud- 
ience to admire him for this extraordinary success: 

Was ever woman in this humor woo'd ? 

Was ever woman in this humor won? 

I'll have her. but I will not keep her Ion?. 

(i. it. 227-229) 
It is really incredible how be won her especially when she knows 
that he has already killed her husband and her father-in-law, 
and how stupid she is when she believes his statement that. ha 
killed them to win her. Is that the way to woo and win women, 
and in a funeral scene? 
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The True Tragedy refers to Richard's deformity at he beg- 
inning of the play when Truth describes Richard, the crook- 
backed as "tyrannous". 
A man ill shaped, crooked backed, lame armed, withal! , 
Valiantly minded, but tyrannous in authoritie. 

(II. 57-58) 

Richard's deformwed hand is mentioned again in The True 
geaTrdy when his power is threatened by Richmond. Richard 
hopes, as we have already mentioned, that he will take Richo- 
mond's heart with "this lame hand of mine" (I. 1978). 

The lust for power can make Richard either entirely hyp- 
critical as in Shakespeare, or partly hypocritical as is the case 
in the other piay. The True Tragedy's Richard has little use of 
hypocrisy, and his method is mostly forceful and direct. He 
is never seen a deceiver except when he talks to the young 
king, his nephew. In this scene he wishes his nephew long life 
and happy reign: 

Rich. Long liue my Princely Nephew in all happin- 

esse. 
King. Thankes vnckie of Gloster for your curt- 
esie, yet you haue made hast, for we lookt 
not for you as yet. 
Rich. There in I shew my humble dutie to your 
grace, whose life 1 wish to redouble your 
deceased fathers dayes. 
King. Thankes good vnckie. (II. 702 ff.) 
The Shakespearean Richard is much more deceitful. He 
tells us that he has the ability to murder while he smiles, to 
shed false tears, and he can even excel the chameleon. His vio- 
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the author of the other play does, as Richard seems both psy- 
chologically and physically deformed. He has decided to follow 
the crooked way because he is crook-backed, and thinks that 
not only mankind hates him, but even the dogs that bark at 
him; thus his inferiority complex suggests to him to seize po- 
wer and to play the villain: 

I, that am curtailed of this fair proportion, 
Cheated of feature by dissembling Nature, 
Deformed, unfinished, sent before my time 
Into this breathing world scarce halj. made up, 
And that so lamely and unfashionable 
That dogs bark at me as I halt by them, 
Why, I, in this weak piping time of peace' 
Have no delight to pass away thetime, 
Unless to spy my shadowinthesun 
And descant on mine own deformity. 
And therefore, since 1 cannot prove a lover 

To entertain these fair well-spoken days, 
I am determined to prove a villain 
And hate the idle pleasures of these days. 

(I. i. 18-31) 

So it is Richard's deformity that motivates his internal 
malice. He justifies his revenge on human society because he 
thinks that he has been neglected and deprived of the rights 
and pleasures which the others enjoy. He thinks that he is 

"alone" in chis world that shows no love towards him; and 
the feeling of his inferiority complex makes his heart void of 
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And this word ll iovG r J7 which grayfaeards cai! divine, 
Be resident in men like one another 
And not in me: I am myself alone. (6) 
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In each play, RJchrad is likened to beasts whether he is 
after power, with or without power. In The True Tragedy his 
brutality is unpleasantly demonstrated when he hears of Ric- 
hmond's arrival in England, and he wishes he could drink Ric- 
hmond's blood and eat his heart flavoured with salt: 

I hope with this lame hand of mine, to rake out that hat- 
eful! heart of Richmond, and when I haue it, to eat it pan- 
ting hote with salt, and drinke his blood luke warme, tho 
I be sure twil poyson me. 

(II. 1978 ff.) 

Again in Shakespeare, Richard is compared to a blood- 
drinking dog when Queen Margaret refers to him, while addr- 
essing the Duchess of York, Richard's mother. He is associ- 
ated with all the words related to this animal- "Kennei," 
"dog," "hellhound," and "cur": 

From forth the kennel of thy womb hath crept 
A hellhound that doth hunt us al! to death. 
That that had his teeth before his eyes 
To worry iambs and lap their gentle blood.... 
How do I thank thee that this carnal cur 
Preys onthe issue of his mother's body 
and makes her pewfellow with others' moan! 

(SV. iv. 47 ff.) 

Richard is once more likened to a "bloody dog" when he is 
killed by Richmond: 

Richmond. God and your arms be praised, victorious friends! 
The day is ours; the bloody dog is dead. 

(V. v. 1-2) 
Richard's lust for power and revenge can be attributed to 
his deformity. Shakespeare points this out more clearly than 
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if! Thou protector of this damned strumpet, 
Talk'st thou to me of if's? Thou art a traitor. 
Off with his head! Now by Saint Paul I swear 
I will not dine until ! see the same. (III. iv. 73 ff.) 

Richard's obsession with power has its reaction on others. 
In both plays he is not welcome to be Protector, in The True 
Tragedy when Shore's wife is informed that Richard has become 
Protector after Edward IV's death, she says: 

Ah me, then comes my ruine and decaie, 
For he could neuer abide me to the death, 
No he alwaies hated me whom his brother loued 
so well, 

Thus must I lament and say, ail the world is vncon- 
stant. (II. 268 ff.) 

In Richard III, Queen Elizabeth is worried about herself 
and son, the Prince in the case of her husband's death and that 
makes Richard Protector?* 

Grey. The heavens have blessed you with a goodly son 
To be your comforter when he is gone. 
Queen Elizabeth. Ah, he is young, and his minorirty 

Is put unto the trust of RJchasd Gloucester, 
m man that love not me, nor none of you. 
Rivers. Is it concluded he shall be Pro tector? 

Queen Elizabeth. It is determined, not concluded yet; 

Put so it must be if the King miscarry. 

(I. iii. 9-16). 
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Now that Shores wifes goods be confiscate, goe from me 
to the Bishop of London, and see that she receiue her 
' open penance let her be turnd out of prison but do bare 
as a wretch ... that none shall releeue nor pittie her, and 
priuie spies set in euerie corner of the Citie, that thay 
make notice of them that releeues her. (11. 1007 ff.) 
But still Richard is the central character and he is always seen 
in the play either with the physical eye or with the mind's eye. 
Thus The True Tragedy combines the tragic and historic themes, 
and it seems "probably the first play of this type,"(4)as Irving 
Ribner puts it. It carries on the Senecan theme of revenge more 
profoundly than Shakespeare does, and its very opening is 
typically Senecan. The ghost of Clarence, previously murdered 
by' Richard, begins the play with the cry for revenge: 

Cresse cruor sanguinis, satietur sanguine cresse, 
Quod spero scitio. O scitio, scitio, vendicta. (1-2) 
"Let Blood increase. Let blood be satisfied with 

Which 1 hope speedily. O speedily, speedily, reve- 
nge. (5) 
In both plays Richard takes quick steps against his oppo- 
nents and pours his revenge on them to secure his access to 

the throne. In both plays Hastings' head must be cut off bef- 
ore Richard has his dinner. In The True Tragedy Richard gives 
the order while addressing Hastings: 

If villain, feedest thou me with Ifs & ands, go fetch me a 
Priest, make a short shrift, and dispatch him quickly. For 
by the blessed Saint Paute 1 sweare, 1 will not dine till i 
see the craters head. (11. 950 ff.) 
In Shakespeare he does the same thing: 






Both plays have three main themes, namely: the lust for 
power, the moral theme, and that order and justice must rep- 
lace anarchy and tyranny. The dominating theme is the !ust 
for power, and let us show how Shakespeare's Richard repres- 
ents it. Richard is a product of a preceding age of horror, and 
he learned only one thing-savagery. He emerged in 2 Henry 
W, where there is nothing but in humanity. Although Shakespeare's 
Richard III is self-contained and has its own unity, yet it is a 
completion of Henry W. Richard III is a problem of a man who 
has no right to claim the throne, and this man is Richard him- 
self. We are introduced to him in 3 Henry W, where he is very 
anxious to wear the crown. It is Richard himself who kills Hen 
ry V! in the Tower, and then bides his time to plot against 
his brother, the Duke of Clarence. 

Richard characterizes himself in his first soliloquy in Ric- 
hard III as a villain and a treacherous conspirator against his 
brother, the Duke of Clarence. He will spare no effort to bring 
about Clarence's death by exploiting the "prophecies' libels, 
and dreams" to make king Edward IV feel suspicious of his 
brother. Thus, Richard foretells from his first appearance on 
the stage that murder, plot, and treachery will follow: 
I am determined to prove a villain. ... 
Plots have I laid, inductions dangerous, 
By drunken prophecies, libels and dreams, 
To set my brother Clarence and the King 
In deadly hate the one against the other. (3) 

In The True Tragedy v^e have a secondary story of Shore's 
wife, who is also created unjustly by Richard. He confiscates 

her property and sees her out of prison to beg, in the szreet.s. 
He asks the page to carry out his order: 
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THE CO MMON THEMES THE TRUE TRAGEDY 
OF RICHARD THE THIRD AND SHAKESPEARE'S

The True Tragedy of Richard the Third (hereafter The T. ue 
Tragedy), which is written partly in verse and partly in prose, 
is an anonymous play. It was first acted in London in 1594 by 
the Queen's Men, but it may have been written between 1588- 
1589 as there is a mention in the epilogue which is probably 
related to the defeat of the Spanish Armada in I58&, while 
Queen Elizabeth is also highly exalted: "And she hath put pr- 
oud Antichrist to flight.(l) As for Shakespeare's - Richard ill, 
it was written between 1592-1593. A controversial belief is 
that Shakespeare made use of The True Tragedy when he wrote 
Richard Hi. Both plays are a combination of English history and 
tragedy, and both are influenced by ihe Senecan treatment 
of revenge. It is worth noting also, as J. Dover Wiison puts 
it, that "Richard HI and The True Tragedy, for a!! their differe- 
nces, are strikingly similar in general structure. (2) Since our 
article is not concerned with general comparison between the 
two plays in question, it is bettter then to turn to the title 
of this article which is our only conceern. 
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Pattern practice exercises and conversation have to include 
sentences whose adverb of manner, if it is only one word, is 
put between the verb and its subject which is nearly similar to 
its counterpart in standard Arabic where the adverb of manner 
is more frequently positioned between two nominals, one of 
which is an inchoative and the other is its predicate. Compare: 
In Enlish 

The cold bitingly affected the grown up trees. 
In Arabic 

[ ? albardu qaarisan muj irun ] 
The cold bitingly harmful 
The cold, being biting, is harmful. 
Grammatically speaking v £he pattern practice exercises 
should go from the known to the unknown, i.e. from the simp- 
le to the more difficult. Afterwards advanced exercises will 
lead gradually to the normal us^ofjthe adverb of manner in 
real situations. Adverbs of manner will be introduced many 
times with all the structures and in all situations in which they 
can logically be used. The aim should be continuous and gradual 
progress rather than immediate mastery.

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However, what is to be suggested here is that the text 
book writers for teaching English in Iraq and other Arab coun- 
tries, especially in the intermediate stage, may take into account 
the fact that the use of the adverb of manner in English consti- 
tutes less difficulty for Arab students when they occur in ident- 
ical positions with their counterpart in Arabic. Thus, sentences 
which are syntactically similar in both languages are to be 
firstly taught and practiced. This may help students to unders- 
tand and control the use of the adverb of manner in this lingu- 
istic area. This can be shown in sentences D! and D2 below and 
their ciunterparts in Arabic: 

Dl.The baby plays happily. 
In Arabic, 

[ yal9abut tiflu masruuram] 
play (the) baby happily 
The baby plays happily. 
D2. The student reads the poem clearly. 



In Arabic, 

[ yaqra?ut taalibul qassidata waatinatan J 
read (the) student (the) poem clearly 
The student reads the poem clearly. 
Arab students have to practice passive sentences whose 
adverbs of manner are often positioned after the past participle 
as i n : 

The book has been printed carefully. 
Students may face no difficulty in controlling the use of the 
adverb of manner in the sentence above which is partly differ- 
ent from its counterpart in Arabic whose adverb of manner is 
more often positioned after the subject of the passive Verb as in 
[ tubi9al kitaabu? aniiqan] 
printed (the) book elegantly 
The book has been printed elegantly. 
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of manner modifies not only the verb but also the subject. 
Consider the sentence below: 

Tom behaves shamefully towards his wife. 
In the sentence above, the adverb of manner "shamefully" 
modifies the process of behaving, and at the same time it also 
shows how'Tom" the subject is performing the action of beha- 
ving. Unlike Arabic, the adverb of manner in English has noth- 
ing to do with the object of the verb, i. e. it does not modify it. 
However, the correct position of the adverb of manner must 
depend not only on its meaning but also on the interrelation 
of the lexical element, and the syntacic structures of the sente- 
nce. "In order to understand the meaning of a sentence and 
its semantic relation to other expressions, one must know not 
only the meaning of its lexical elements, but also how they 
interrelate. This in turn depends on the syntactic structure 
of the senotence."(8)Whereas in Arabic the adverb of manner 
"al-haal" always follows either the subject or the object, to 
express how the subject performs the action or how the atten- 
dant circumstance of the object at the time when the process 
of the action dented by the verb takes place and it may also be 
said to answer the question word "keifa" (how). 

In conclusion, it should be stated that the several positions 
the adverb of manner can occupy in English may play a signifi- 
cant role in causing a variety of problems to Iraqi students 
learning English as a foreign language, i.e. students are uncer- 
ain about the exact position of the adverb of manner in a sent- 
ence. Therefore, the errors they commie may be attributed 
to the use of the adverb of manner whose implication is differ- 
ent from its counterpart in Arabic or to the fact that the 
cises they trained for were randomly constructed.

we might ask, 

How did he answer their questions? 

But the sentence adverb "foollshl/'would not be an answer 
to this question. However, the question above could be asked 
and received in reply to the sentence below in which"foo!ishly' 
serves as an adverb of manner. (7) 

He answered their question foolishly. 
Consider many other similar examples whose adverbs of 
manner can serve as a response to an interrogative sentence 
introduced by the question word "how" with their counterp- 
arts in Arabic as in : 

a. I. Tom speaks Arabic fluently. 
a.2. [ yatakalamu [tcfm al9arabiyata. taliigan ] 
speak torn Arabic fluently 
Tom speaks Arabic fluently, 
b. I . The poem has been read clearly. 
b.2. [ quuri?atu! qasiidatu waatihatan ] 
was read the poem clearly 
The poem was read clearly. 
c.l. He works carelessly. 
c.2. [ ya9malu bi-?ihmaa!in ] 
work he carelessly 
He works carelessly. 
The foregoing discussion reveals that English adverb of 
manner usually occupies end-position when there is no other- 
adverb in the sentence. The underlined words above are adve- 
rbs of manner which show how the action denoted by the verb 
is performed.Mencion should here be made that English advero 
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of them and other constituents in the sentence can be expressed 
by paraphrase. For example, for the first two sentences with 
"strangely" our paraphrase might be 

l-a. It is strange (that) he answered the questions. 

2-a. He answered the questions in a strange manner. 
Sentence 2-a. shows that the adverb of manner usually qualifies 
the verbal predicate only. In a similar case only "frankly" in 
sentence two below is an adverb of manner, i. e. can serve as 
a response to an interrogative transformation introduced by 
How. (5) 

Have a look at the following two sentences: 

1. Frankly, he wrote to them about it. 

2. He wrote to them about it frankly. 

A point to notice is that the adverb which is fronted in 
sentence(i)would not be an answer to the question introduced 
by how. For example, the function of frankly in the following 
sentence is ambiguous because of its position as far as adverb 
of manner is cocerned: 

Frankly, he explained his position to me. 

Greenbaum believes that if "frankly" in the sentence above is 
interpreted as adverb of manner, the sentence could be parap- 
hrased by: 

He was being frank when he explained his position to me. 
And if we interpret it as a sentence adverb it could be paraph- 
rased by; 

! am speaking frankly when 3 tell you that he explained his 
position to me. 

Thus it can hardly be said that "frankly" is adverb of manner 
because it cannot serve as a response to an interrogative sen£~ 
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And in Arabic it is very rare to have an adverb of manner at the 
beginning of a sentence, and if it occurs it may not, like in Engl- 
ish, function as a sentence adverb, 
Consider the sentence below: 

[waaqifan , indal baabil haarisu ] 

standing at the door the guard 

At the door scands the guard. 
In the sentence above the adverb of manner "waaqifan" 
(standing) which occurs at the beginning of the sentence is 
not, like in English, a sentence adverb, as we shall see soon 
after, because it modifies only the noun "alhaarisu" (the guard). 
Unlike Arabic, the position of adverb of manner in English 
makes a great difference to the sense. On a normal interpreta- 
ion, Greenbaum states that the following two sentences differ 
considerably in meaning: 

1. Strangely, he answered the questions. 

2. He answered tKe">|uestions strangely. 

He assumes that the semantic difference which is reflected by 
a variation in position, results fro Y m a difference in the percep- 
tion of the fu nction of "strangely" in the two sentences. Gree- 
nbaum goes on to say that syntactic tests can be applied to 
demonstrate that "strangely" in sentence one, and "strangely 
in sentence two differ syntactically. For example, if the two 
sentences are transfomed into questions then "strangely" can 
be retained in the interrogative transformation of sentence two 
only. 

Did he answer the questions strangely? 
However, "strangely" in sentence one is not acceptable in 
question form in any position. The semantic relationship betw- 
een each two homonyms and the relationship between each 
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This article deals mainly with this kind of adverbs. Zandv- 
oprt states chat adverbs of manner (most of which end in-ly) 
either immediately precede the proincipal verb, as in: 

He quietly, closed the door behind him. 
or follow the predicate and its object (if any), as in: 

The book has been printed very carefuJIy: 
He thinks that in the latter case adverbs of mariner are 
usually more emphatic than in the former, while Corder argues 
that in a passive sentence adverbs of manner are usually put 
immediately before the past participle as in :(2) 

That house has been badly damaged. 
Of the following examples, Zandvoort believes that che second 
and fourth probably represent the most common construction: 

He quietly closed the door behind him.

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ADVERB OF MANNER 
DIFFICULTIES ENCOUNTERED BY IRAQI STUDENTS 

Abdul Hassan H. Sheikhe, M.A. 

This article aims at discussing a problem that is familiar 
co me as an English language teacher. Iraqi students have learned 
adverbs of manner. They understand their meaning and function 
and can respond to them when they hear or see them used. 
But when they try to use the same adverbs on their own in 
speech or writing, something goes wrong. They end up with 
sentences like these below: 

They were responsible for the accident largely. 
They were responsible for the largely accident. 
The beautifully food was served. 
The three examples above were detected, among many 
other similar mistakes, i!Ttn>e<aTiswer sheets of the first year 
students at the colleges of Agriculture and Veterinary Medic- 
ine of the University of Baghdad. 

The word class adverb is often defined by position rather 
than by form. Items with no obvious form of resemblance such 
as 'quickly' 'out' and 'sometimes' are often considered to be 
members of this class. Thus, even in nonsense sentences there 
is no difficulty in identifying such adverbs: 
The blengblong blanged blingfully. 
The great majority of adverbs have an-ly suffix. Host adve- 
rbs in this category are formed from adjectives and the -ing 
form of verbs,(l) e.g. 



glad gladly 

willing willingly 
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uage. Both accounts of language acquisition are not explana- 
torily adequate and need further elaboration and reinforce- 
ment. It is hoped that efforts will be redirected towards deve- 
loping a unified theory of language acquisition which is so pow- 
erful as to explain satisfactorily how such a complex phenom- 
enon is acquired. 
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All these evidences point to one conclusion-that children 
are born with a perfect knowledge of the principles of universal 
grammar and a predispostion to make use of them in analyzing 
the utterances they hear around them. Children search for 

what McNeill calls "the locai manifestations of the linguistic 
universal" in the particular language they are exposed to 
( p. 73 ). Their inborn knowledge supplem ents the deficienc- 
ies in the scanty utterances they hear around them and 
enables them to derive their own rules. The mind is there- 
fore not a "tabula rasa" as the empiricists claim but it con- 
tains some "cognitive structures" or interna! states" which 
facilitate language acquisition. The function of the mind is 
not only to internalize data but to analyze, synthesize, asso- 
ciate, integrate and expand them. 

Summary 

Psycholinguists and language experts agree that language 
develops as a result of the interaction between the child and 
his/her environment but they differ in terms of the degree of 
emphasis they place on the environment. The behaviourists 
consider the enivronment as the primary factor involved in 
language acquisition. They do not acknowledge the existence 
of the mind and they affirm that all knowledge, patterns of 
thought and complex behavior are derived from experience 
by mechanical devices. 

J he rationalists, en ! ;he other hand, assert cha'c tb-s envi- 
ronment p!ays a significant role but is \s by no means the deci- 
sive and conclusive one. The data -/ve perceive through our 

with. These structures then grow, develop and expand as the 
child acquires additional knowledge from his environment. 

A child deprived from human scclee/ will never acquire ianr- 
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Children succeed in acquiring their native language even 
though the samples of speech they hear contain grammatical 
errors, distortions, hesitations and incomplete utterances.

The adult's 
intention as McNeil! puts it, is to "verify their understanding 
of the child's speech" (p. 75). Adults are more concerned with 
their children's value judgements than with their grammatical 
structures. The controversy whether or not expansion is nece- 
ssary for language acquisition has not been resolved yet. 

The learning strategies discussed above are all tentative 
hypotheses based on observation and empirical studies. Langu- 
age researchers are prepared to tell with certainty how each 
of the processes discussed above operates but they could pred- 
ict that certain strategies are more important at a certain stage 
of language development or in learning certain aspects of langu- 
age than others. For instance, imitation is more important" in 
learning individual sounds or words than in learning gramma- 
tical structuers. (Hopper and f>iaremore pp. 129-133). 
Evidences to support the rationalists' position : 

A hypothesis about innate cognative structure could not 
be validated empirically by introspecting the human mind 
since the mind is not susceptible for direct observation. Evide- 
nces to support such a hypothesis accumulate from a variety 
of sources especially from a consideration of the process by 
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in a relatively short period of time. The tendency to overgene- 
ralize even appears in their single word utterances such as the 
use of the word "moon" by Eva to refer to the real moon as 
well as to "half-grape fruits", "shiny green leaves", "lemon 
slices" etc. '(Hopper and Naremore, 1973, p.30). Children first 
learn the inflected forms of irregular verbs correctly by mem- 
orizing them as independent units. When they discover the 
rules that govern the inflection of the regular ones, they soon 
overgeneralize them to govern the irregular ones and that is 
why they start producing "incorrect forms such as "runned" 
and "bringed" ('Hopper and Naremore, p.56) . 
2, Rule Induction: 

Chomsky (1967) argues that what children iearn in the 
process of language acquisition is a set of rules which they induce 
from the hivgiy limited amount of lanvuage samples they hear 
around them". The child formulates his rules and tests them 
against further samples of language data. It sounds implausible 
to postulate that a child learns each sequence of words by expe- 
riencing in and by being corrected for the incorrect structures. 
Rather!" a child learns from his earlier childhood a finite set of 
rules en the basis of which he generates an infinite number of 
sentences.

< he calls the mind being represented somehow in the structure 
of the brain and are transmitted genetically from parents to 
children. 

Lennenberg (1967) asserts that language is biologically 
determined i.e. children learn how to talk just as they learn 
how to crawl or walk. According to him, what makes language 
possible is the interaction of many parts of the brain rather 
than the existence of some physical structures in the left hemi. 
sphere of the human mind. Without such an interaction, verbal 
communication would be impossible. Lennenberg refers to 
the dominance of the left hemisphere by the "Lateralization 
of Function" . Language functions are by no means reserved 
to the left hemisphere only. The right hemisphere performs 
some functions, too (p. 66). Lennenberg maitains that "the 
capacity for language acquisition is innately related to Man's 
peculiar maturationa! history and the unique degree of latera- 
lization of function (dp, I8I-I8T* ..- 

Brown (1973) contends that language acquisition is a cre- 
ative process and that its strategies are universal among chil- 
dren learning their language natively. Children also acquire 
the grammatical morphemes and function words of their first 
language in a certain sequence. This sequence is common to 
all children. The most important learning strategies discussed 
in first language acquisition research are - 

Language researcher.; .seem to agree that this Is the orinv 
ary process at work m Unguage acquisition. Children are dep- 
osed to overgeneralize in the basis of the scanty utterances 
they are exposed to and that is why thav ;^z$t.er the lamn:a?e 
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defence of the empiricits' view (1970), attempts to account 
for creativity on empirica! bases. He affirms that rats learn to 
associate food not only with a large red sequare but with the 
whole class of sequare shapes regardless of position or of 
other qualities" (p.93). Animals learn to associate two "conce- 
ptual classes." Each class contains several members. Human 
beings, by analogy, learn how to associate particular words in 
a similar way .They also learn the rules that govern such an asso- 
ciation i.e., they can tell whether such an association is permi- 
ssible in their own language. Once they have mastered the 
principles of word organization, children could judge whether 
or not certain sequence of individual items is grammatical. 
On the basis of these principles, children could produce new 
sentences. Such an account is obviously inadequate. The emp- 
iricits also failed to account for the systematization and unive- 
rsality of certain type of "errors" which appear at certain stages 
of language development. 
The rationalists' learning strategies: 

The rationalists hold that language cannot be acquired, 
controlled or accounted for in behaviouristic terms. They base 
their theories on observational and longitudinal studies of 
child language acquisition rather than on an extension of animal 
iab experiments. They postulate certain hypotheses and try 
to verify them, by empirical research. 

Chomsky (1968) argues that language cannot be acquired 
without postulating a cog-native system that grows in early 
childhood. He maintains that human beings are endowed with 
a number of soecific faculties, one of them is the language facu- 

i 

icy which consists of certain principles that are common to ail 
languages i.e. we are born with a perfect knowledge of the 
orindoles of universal grammar which determine the gramm 
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(the regular ones) yet they inflect the weak verbs correctly 
but not the strong ones. He concludes that practice contributes 
nothing to stabllzlng linguistic forms and that language acquis- 
ition does not proceed through imitation (pp. 70-73). 

4. Conditioning : 

Conditioning occurs when a particular stimulus becomes 

associated with a certain gesture, click, switching on a light, 
ringing a beil etc. The animal then begins to respond not only 
to that original stimulus but also to what is associated with it 
Pavlov's experiments on dogs are a good example of conditio 
nmg. A dog salviates at the sight of food. If the ringing of the 
bell is synchronized with serving food, the dog will then respo- 
nd to the ringing bell too and begin to secrete saliva even though 
it is not served with food. It is then, said, that the dog becomes 
conditioned to the sound c&$e bell (Crops, pp. 13-16) VWson 
asserts that all the patterns of thought and complex behaviour 
could be reduced to a sequence of conditioned reflexes similar 
to sneezing in response to nose irritation or knee-jerk In resp- 
onse to a sharp stroke on the knee (Hill pp. 35-37). Language, 
it is argued, could be learnt as a set of habits to be conditioned 
m a child in a way similar to that of dogs. One major difference 
between human behaviour and animal behaviour is that th* 
behaviour developed in animals has to be taught whereas child- 
ren do not have to be taught language (speech), in learning how 
to talk children proceed naturally a: their own and wr:ho,ic 
formal instruction. Conditioning asso does not explain how 
children learn, the underlying daeo c-u^n-* J ™ r J.. '.', 
which is different from the *vrfc c * -no 
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creativity-the fact that a child can produce novel forms that 
have neyer been uttered or heard before. Broadbem

The evidences against this assumption are numerous. A child 
in his attempt to discover the underlying structure of a language 
creates novel forms, forms such as "bringed", "foots" "what 
me doing" and "no fit" which can never be uttered by an adult 
(Cromer, 1970). Secondly the child's imitations are not perfect 
reproductions of the adult's forms. They are characterized by 
the omission of certain grammatical morphemes and function 
words. Children, for instance omit the possessive inflectional 
ending as in "Daddy car" or the copula and the article as in 
"chair broken" (Brown and Fraser, 1963, -p. 188) The child drops 
them because they have no place in his/her linguistic compete- 
nce Adult's developed forms do not become part of the child Is 
grammar merely by repetition and intensive practice. An exch- 
ange between a mother and her child illustrates how the child 
responds after eight repetitions of the same dialogue.

Thirdly, a child cannot process complex structures and 
therefore he/she Is not capable of reproducing them on h.s/her 
■ own (Brown, 1973, p. 409). There is aiso a restriction on tne 
length of sentences processed by the child. A child cannot 
imitate lengthy utterances since he/she operates under a const- 
raint of length (Brown and Bellugi. 1964, p.i3S;. McNeiU (196*) 
argues that children receive much more pratice on strong 
verbs (the irregular ones) than they receive on wealk verbs 
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rns conform to those of an adult i.e. by a series of successive 
approximations the child's speech becomes similar to that of 
an adult. Reinforcement occurs either by gesture or by doing 
what is required or even by a subvocai activity. 

The empiricsts claim that children learn when they receive 
a positive reinforcement for their performance and they do 
not iearn v/hen they receive a negative one. Furthermore they 
hold that a delay between the response and its reinforcement 
results in a poor performance and that the reverse is true (Hill, 
1963 PP. 11-15). We therefore infer first that adults model 
childrens' speech and secondly that children who receive 
more positive reinforcement from their parents learn faster 
than those who receive less reinforcement, a hypothesis which 
is empirically invalid . 

Evidences from longitudinal studies of language acquisition 
confirm the fact that all children come up with the right gram- 
mar of their language in a relatively short period of time and 
at approximately the same age. Furthermore adults pay attent- 
ion to the truth vale of their children's propositions other than 
to their grammatical structures. They often correct their chil- 
dren utterances without telling them what is wrong with 
them or even the correct option. Children discover for thems- 
elves the correct grammatical form and internalize it. Their 
innate mechanism, therefore, helps them to utilize reinforce- 
ment to the best. (Slooin, 197!, pp. 57-59). 

3. limitation : 

it has been thought for ion£ that imitation is the maior 
process in language acquisition. The child tirsc Hscans zo his, 
parents, hears new forms then reproduces them. He eventually 
learns them by further repetition and practice. The assumption 
being made is that adults shape the child's linguistic forms. 
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Speech is the movement of the muscles of the throat and 
thought is a subvocal speech. 

Slobin (I97i) contends that a child in the process of langu- 
age acquisition learns a complex interna! rule system rather 
than a collection of stimulus-response connections (P. 56). it 
is impossible that a child infers rules by stimulus-response 
connections. Instead a child induces rules from the language 
data to which he/she is exposed and internalizes them i.e. a 
child must be cognatively involved in structuring his own lang- 
uage. A child processes information, analyzes the utterances 
and constructs his own rules. Language structure is too complex, 
and abstract to be aquired or accounted for by such mechanical 
devices. Furthermore mechanical learning by drilling and repe- 
tition only does not ensure proper understanding of what is 
learnt. Effective (earning can only be achieved by thoroughly 
comprehending and integrating what is newly learnt with whai 
is already known. 

2. Reinforcement: 

Skinner (1957) considers reinforcement a primary factor 
in language acquisition. Words are seen as conditioned stimuli 
which, over time, produce conditioned responses which are 
then reinforced. For instance a mother may use the word "milk" 
in various contexts when speaking to the child; and actual milk 
may be given when ihe word is used. The child learns to associ- 
ate the word with its referent. He may also find that his/her 
own enunciation or the word resuks in being given some milk. 
In this way, the child learns first to understand znd then to 
oroduce soeech itself. 



Skinner contends that children in the p 
development emit certain sounds which they gradually modify 
as a result of the adults' reinforcement until their speech patte 
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rch up to !957,the date when Chomsky's Syntactic Structures 

was oub'ished. ' " 

This paper is primarily concerned with child language 
acquisition. The empiricists 4 and the rationalists' views on how 
language is acquired will be reviewed, contrasted and commen- 
ted on. 

The empiricists' learning theo-Hss : 

Ail the empiricists' theories of learning are, in essence, 
an extension of experiments conducted on animals in labs. 
The findings ot these experiments are generalized to human 
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mechanics 

on understanding, cognition and explanation. The following 
are the most important psychological theories of learning. 

I. The Stimusias-R'asponse Bond. 

This theory states that a particular stimulus elicits a cert- 
ain response. Children 'earn by associating stimuli to responses. 
This association could be strengthened t^^gh reinforcement, 
repetition or reward, it could be weakened to the extent of 
extinction through punishment. A reward could be anvthin^ 
from a word of approval to a material prize. A punishment 
ranges from a statement of disapproval to a painful stroke.

An Overview : 

The conflict between the empiricists' and the rationalists' 
views on how knowlege is acquired is by no means new. It 
dates back to the 17th century-the so-called "Century of Geni- 
us." The rationalist tradition dominated research up to the 
beginning of the 20 th century. It has been revived recently 
by the publications of Chomsky (1959), (1965), Lennenberyg 
(1967), McNeill (1966) and Brown (1973). 17th century philoso- 
phers such as Descartes (1641) and Leibniz (1686) embarked 
on their expedition to explore the] foundations of knowledge 
the human mind-, a substance without which thinking would 
be impossible. They hold that human beings have knowlege 
that is not derived from experience but is prior to experience 
and determines the kind of knowledge that could be derived 
from experience. This knowledge is latent or dormant. The 
function of experience is to activate It i. e., cause it to be real- 
ized. 

The empiricists hold that the mind is a blank tablet and 
chat all knowledge is determined by the environment znd can 
be accounted for as habits built up by mechanical devices such 
as stimulus-response bond, conditioning, reinforcement etc. 
Human language is viewed as a set of habits established by proc- 
esses similar to that in which animals learn how to respond to 
a certain stimulus. The empiricist's tradition dominated ras-ea- 
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many possibilities which are inherent in this oriental trend 
can be seen in authors of such different character as Scott and 
Morier. Others are to be investigated in the following chapters 
which will show how four prominent novelists made use of 
het Arabian Nights.

By this time, the nineteenth century, the Arabian Nights 
had become part of the English literary culture. Since very 
few Englishmen knew enough Arabic to compare the original 
texts with the current transiations^he oriental, exotic inter- 
pretation was never challenged. It was precisely this kind of 
exotic reading matter which filled avoid in English literature. 
Introduced through the French, it came to England at a time 
when the neo - classical way of thinking and writing was 
losing its vitality and something new was beginning to emerge. 
From the very beginning this new movement, Romanticism, 
had great affinities with the exotic as represented by the Ara- 
bian Nights. The tales came to be universally known among 
Englishmen, usually while they were still children. They offered 
good stories, full of suspense and adventure representing for 
many readers a temporary escaoe from an unsatisfactory reality. 
New developments in the publishing business., with far-reach- 
ing consequences in the author-reader relation, made the 
book available to all classes, including the poor. As the popu- 
larity of the Nights was being established among common rea- 
ders, it v/as only natural that they should exert a strong infl- 
uence on original writers as well. Because of the many sidedness 
of the tales this influence varied from writer to writer. But 
the more general lesson of the Nights concerning the import- 
ance of suspense and plot, certain motifs cf universal appeal, 
and the possibilities of the comic were generally aclopced by 
English writers of fiction, During the eighteenth century a liter-

Even for a man like James Morier, an explorer and dipl- 
omat, who made two wide journeys through the Near and 
Middle East, who is reputed to know intimately the domestic 
life, the bazaars, the religious beliefs, and the manners of persia, 
the Arabian Nights served as a model for his picaresque romance, 
The Adventures of Hajji Baba of Ispahan (1824). The book, natu- 
rally, drew on his knowledge of persia and its people, acquired 
on the British embassy at Tehran and on journeys. Morier cla- 
imed that GaHand's Arabian Nights gave a true picture of the 
Orient. 

In the 'Introductory Epistle' he compares picture oT the 
Orient to that of the Arabian Nights and admits that 
it is most difficult even for a traveller to delineate Asi- 
atic manners. Beside this avowed contrast, a few motifs 
occur that show direct borrowing. The consultation 
of the stars before the bleeding of Asian Sultan's wife, 
Hajji Baba's dread of the loss of his ears if he entertained 
anv erotic feelings towards her, Hajji Baba's story of 
AM— Sakal, r.he barber and contemporary of Caliph Har- 
oun al-Rashid, his day dreams of greatness and his beha- 
viour a.s such, are reminiscent of the Barber's cycle of 
the tales. (2) 
These few examples from the works of Scott and Morier suffice 
to dmivcr-A.,cp^ she influxes smarted by thy Arabian Nights 
on nineteenth century authors.

■ Scott's indebtedness to the tales can be seen in the introd- 

uction to Quentin Durward, where he alludes to the story of 
Aboulcazem, in his allusion to Prince Hussein in Waverley, 
to Hassan Bedr-ed-DDeen in Count Robert of Paris, and in his 

knowiege on the subjeits of Arabia and syria, their inhabitants 
and their customs in The Talisman.

vividly certain ideas and tastes, "(I) which indicates to what 
extent they could count on their readers' familiarity with the 
tales.

Sir Walter Scott's allusions, for instance, to the Muslims 
in general, which were fairly accurate and bespoke some genuine 
acquaintance with the tenets of islam, Eastern wisdom and the 
history of the Crusades, came basically from his reading of the 
Arabian Niqhts. In his novels he frequently referred to the 
tales of which he had been such a diligent and fond reader. 
In the introduction to The Talisman (1825), the most Eastern 
'of his novels, Scott confessed that he had never visited the 
Middle East. He said that he felt the difficulty of giving a vivid 
picture of a part of the world whith he was totally unacquainted, 
"unless by early recollections of the Arabian Niqhts* Entertain- 
ments. "(3) Stricken with poliomyelitis which made him lame 
for the rest of his life, Scott resorted to the tales for companio- 
nship., solace and comfort. His favourite version of the Nights 
was Gotland's edition of which he said: 

No fascination has ever been attached to Oriental liter- 
ature equal to that produced by Mr. Galland's first trans- 
lation of the Arabian Tales; in which, retaining on the 
one hand the splendour of Eastern costume, and on the 
other the wiidness of Eastern Fiction, he mixed these 
with just so much ordinary feeling and expression as 
rendered them interesting and intelligible, whiie he 
abridged the long-winded narratives, curtailed the mon-

of the tales. "The mere endeavour to study the Niqhts at 
length and to apply to this study all the available contemporary 
critical tools, should be seen as another testimony to its trem- 
endous popularity with readers and critics. " (I) 

There is almost no author in the nineteenth century, "who 
had not shown in some way, that he read and loved the Arabian 
Niqhts.'' (2) They loved the tales with that attachment that 
human nature accords to a most cherished memory. "In the 
course of his literary meanderings, he told of his early devotion 
to the Arabian tales, of the formative influence they had exerted 
upon his mind, and of all that the Arabian Niqhts' Entertainments 
represented in raj ation to his own philosophy of life."(3)The 
Arabian tales were so well known in England by the middle of 
the nineteenth century that "people who did not know that 
sesame was a grain, could have told that 'Open Sesame' was a 
magic password, which could open the robbers' cave."(4) These 
tales opened up wide possibilities of allusion of which writers 
could take advantage as they had become a part of the cultural 
background of England, and refer to their situations and charac- 
ters as though they were in current existence. "Writers not 
only made their meaning dear, but transferred to their own 
ideas some of the picturesque effect and imaginative force that 
belonged to the well known and well loved story of 'An Saba 
and the Forty T hieves."(5) Major writers of the period had" 
drawn heavily upon Scheherazade's endless traa-ure of allusions 
to verify their social and literary criticism, to add a dash of

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The satiric group "is chiefly exemplified by the pseudoletters 
culminating, in English, in Goldsmith's Citizen of the World, 
and by Count Hampton's entertaining parodies. " (I) 

Satire used the oriental tale for the purpose of criticizing 
contemporary society, moral and politic; but also turned its 
criticism against the oriental tale itself. One such English writer 
"who made a deliberate attempt to parody the structure of 
the oriental tales was Horace Walpole. His Hieroqlyphic Tales 
(1785) are, as the postscript says, 'mere whimsical trifles, written 
chiefly for private amusement. " But if the craze died down, 
genuine interest in Oriental life and thought came later "with 
the more accurate knowledge of Eastern countries" and "when, 
still later, the Oriental classics were made accessible in schola- 
rly and unadulterated editions." (3) 

Consequent upon the English colonial expansion in India 
and the Arab East, the increasing social and cultural 
impact of industry, the growth of the newly enriched 
middle classes, as well as the progress of Oriental schol- 
arship, eighteenth-century pseudo-Orientalism gave 
way to an ardent search for accuracy and exactitude in 
information and details concerning Eastern settings, 
customs and national peculiarities. (4) 
In the England of the nineteenth century, there were 
attempts to focus on the aesthetic and sociological significance

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East, and in time to the Middle Ages." (!) Beckford's interest 
in the Orient was obviously made possible by his appetite for 
such reading matter as the Arabian Nights and its imitation 
and adaptations done earlier in the century.

Beckford "deliberately 
enlists the support of a!! the possible supernatural machinery

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Johnson's Rasselas, for instance, she calls philosophical. To 
George Sherburn, it is "the best piece of moral writing, " (I) 
to Edward Wagenknecht'V monument of Christian pessimism (2) 
B. G. MaCarthy calls it "the finest philosophical novel of 
the English Oriental School/' (3) and Waiter Allen considers it 
"a philosophical fable on the vanity of human happiness. "(4) 
Harrison R. Steeves admits that " oriental romance " is " an 
accepted but inaccurate phrase ... since it was oriental only 
in the imitative sense, and the imitation was, like most of them, 
generally a rather inferior article, " (5) he, nevertheless depicts 
Rasselas as an oriental romance. These diverse views demons- 
strata that divisions like Conant's, although useful, are arbitr- 
ary, and that no literary work can be depicted purely as imagi- 
native, philosophic, moralistic or satiric. 

Great among imaginative oriental fiction is William Beck- 
ford's History of the Caliph Vathek (1786), a fusion of oriental 
subject and imagery with the Gothic 'tale of terror'. It was 
written in French by an Englishman "whose imagination was 
warmed by the exoticisms, of both East and West, whose 
desire was to move away from reality-in space to the mysterious

Vision of Mirza' is a philosophical vision, 'The Letter from a 
Monkey ', is a satirical adventure story, and The Story of Hiipa' 
is a kind of mock-heroic romance, (i) 

Of the philosophic oriental taies composed in English, 
Johnson's Rassetas (1759) is the most important. It contributes 
to the original tafe given an Eastern setting. Johnson succeeds 
in delighting the reader by providing his tale with variety, 
and by delaying the inauguration for the search for happiness 
until Rasselas has had several interesting physical and mental 
adventures at home. "Written immediately after the death 
of Johnson's mother, it expresses the substance of the author's 
somber philosophy of life. Though darkened by his immediate 
grief, the philosophy is essential.! v the same as that revealed 
in his conversations and his verse." (2) The theme of the tale 
can hardly be stated in a better phrase than "The Vanity of 
Human Wishes. " It had [fclc^ts^bject the impossibility of 
happiness except through sererTiT^and patience, which Johnson 
thought could be attained only by integrity and knowledge. 
Traces of the influence of the Arabian Niqhts on English 
literature of the eighteenth century are usually shown to have 
been, the preoccupation of four groups of men of letters: the 
imaginative, the moralistic, the philosophic and the satiric 
group.lt was Martha Con ant (3) who first classified the literary 
works which appeared under these four headings. Although 
she is often cited by other scholars in regard to her cataloguing 
her line of distinction between the imaginative srouo and th^ 
moralistic group is somewhat artificial and inaceutra^. Or

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wanted to see or study. Short story writers could learn 
from some of its well knit stories how to build their 
own. Fatalists and pessimists deeply meditated upon 
some of its tales.Pornographists found it to their taste. (1) 
Even in the world of "Fairy Tales" the Arabian Niqhts have 
been cited to have influenced "The Three Wishes," 
"Bluebeard" and "The Tinder Box". "Comparison with 'Alad- 
din and his Wonderful Lamp' need not be resisted, part- 
icularly when it is remembered that the Arabian Niqhts was 
the favourite reading of Hans Andersen's childhood. The tale 
of Aladdin is, like The Tinder Box', a tale of a mortal being 
made use of by a supernatural, on the promise of rich reward; 
and several of the incidents have much similarity. " (2) 

In England the first oblique use of a tale from the Niqhts 
was made by Addison to illustrate a moral concept. Addison's 
oriental narratives are important in that he lent the tremend- 
ous prestige of the Spectator to fiction in this mode, "it is owing 
to his example that ^eicmzprocession of sultans, dervishes, 
hermits, caliphs, and viziers winds its way through eighteenth 
century magazines. "(6i)Most of the tales of the Spectator are 
little more than anecdotes used to reinforce a moral or to unde- 
rline some idea in a diverting manner. In No. 195 of the Spectator 
1711, Addison utilized the Arabian Nights' story of 'Duban, 
the Physician', to illustrate how beneficial bodily labour is to 
health. Other tales represent different narrative spaoa-s. Jne

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The comic spirit of the tales contributed to a ?reat depree 
to their popularity. In the way of mischievous adventure, and 
unrestrained exhibition of ridiculous weakness in character, 
the comic parts of the Nights are outstanding. Numerous exam- 
pies come to mind, like the set of stories of the little Hunch- 
back,who was choked with a bone, and the Bareberof Baghdad 
and his seven brothers-there is that of the tailor who was per- 
secuted by the miller's wife, and who after toiling all night in 
the mill, got nothing for his pains. And there are many insta- 
nces of the same sort, "which are an inexhaustible mine of 
comic humour and invention, and which, from the manners 
of the East they describe, carry the principle of callous indi- 
fference in a jest as far as it can go (58) 

The influence of the Niqhts is as varied as the stories them- 
selves, its wide and enduring popularity is mainly due to its 

many sidedness. 

Realistic writers could find realism in its description of

every day life. Romantic writers were fascinated by ics 
supernatural machinery and Its highly imaginative qual- 
ity. Gothicists had examples in its magicians and sorcer- 
esses. Detective and mystery story writers could 
suggestions in some of its nurslv A.-r^c ~ 
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If a book is universally known and liked by men of all ages 
and of different educational levels it becomes inevitable that 
this book should exert a powerful influence in the realm of 
literature as well. The Arabian Nights were influential because 
they met certain literary needs. The tales helped in teaching 
English novelists "the value of ingenius plotting, the emotional 
effect of suspense,and the charm of paradoxical conclusion." (1) 
" Concerning plot, Conant rightly states that the Sir Roger 
de Coverley papers possess admirable characterization and 
well-defined background, but the absence of plot denies them 
the name of the first English novel. The Arabian Nights which 
appeared almost contemporary with the De Coverley papers 
"offered just that element of plot which was lacking in the 
periodical sketches."(2) In the N/ghts/'there are several tales 
that, in certain respects, deserve to be called classical; All Baba 
and the forty Thieves,or Zeyn Alasnam and the King of the Genii, 
for instance, despite ail their oriental decorations, are admir- 
ably simple and well-proportioned; and the Arabian Nights, 
asawhole.is a treasure-house of story perhaps unsurpassed 
in literature. "(3) There are frequent motifs in the collection 
which "may be said to form the story-telier's yery stock-ln- 
trade.Such as, for instance, the old parents finally blessed with 
ason, the son squandering his inheritance after his father's death ; 
in the travel stories, shipwreck; in the Harun stories, Harun's 
insomnia and his going out in disguise. "4

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in many ways publication and the Arabian Nights resemble 
one another and require similar techniques. In both instances 
it is a matter of the utmost importance that the stories are 
interrupted at a point of high tension, while the number of 
available pages or the approaching morning impose, on a 
different level, where this point must occur. This element of 
the story in the Arabian Nights, no doubt, accounts for the 
developing popular interest in the tales, a point clearly emph- 
asized by E.M. Forster, in his lectures on the English novel: 
Scheherazade avoided her fate because she knew how to 
wield the weapon of suspense - the only literary tool 
that has any effect upon tyrants and savages. Great novel 
ist though she was.-sxquislte in her descriptions, tolerant 
in her Judgements, ingenious in her incidents, advanced 
in her morality, vivid in her delineations of character, 
expert in her knowledge of three Oriental capitals - it 
was yet on none of these gifts that she relied on when 
crying to save her- life from her intolerable husband. They 
were but incidental. She only survived because she man- 
aged to keep the king wondering what would happen 
next. Each time she saw sun rising she stopped in the 
middle of a sentence, and left him gaping.

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All these new trends made it possible for Scheherazade's tales 
to become well known to the English people, so well as a matter 
of face, that their popularity brought writers and readers tog- 
ether "on the common ground of universal familiarity with 
the Arabian Nights." (I) 

Most Englishmen were first introduced to the tales as 
children, The young Victorians, in general, supplemented their 
scanty stock of literature by reading the books belonging to 
their elders. Even when books for the young increassed both 
in quantity and in quality during the years of Queen Victoria's 
reign: 

"there were some grown-up books they could not make 
up their minds to leave behind-notably Piiqrim's progress, 
The Arabian Nights, Gulliver's Travels, and Robinson Crusoe. They 
insisted on keeping these and adding them to their own 
particular store, and gradually the fathers and mothers 
>iave ud their claim and the transfer was complete. (2) 
This might partially explain the number of editions of Ga! land's 
and other translations during this period, As a result of the 
new scientific interest In authenticity, exactness, and comp- 
leteness, new translations from the Arabic began to multiply 
as well. "Countless editions of single tales and children's edi- 
tions joined the current; while pantomimes, operettas, mel- 
odramas, and burlesques of the two favorite tales, 'Aladdin' 
z>vi All Baba, 'became ii-Kreaaingiy popular throughout the 
Victorian p-srlod." (3)

began to exploit the poorer public by first a six-shilling one- 
volume novel, and then in the fifties and sixties by cheaper 
Railway Library and 'yellow Back' novels. "(I) in addition to 
books there were the circulating libraries which served readers 
overwhelmingly devoted to fiction, and the "rapidly epanding 
provision of magazines, ranging from Chamber's Journal and 
Eliza Cook's Journal for the lower middle-classes (or the serv- 
ants of the rich and better educated) through Dickens' 
Household words to the Saturday Review. Most of the magazines 
made their concessions to fiction., ."(2) New popular weekly 
papers provided serial fiction for the masses. " At the price 
of a penny, the reader could have his fill of serial romance.afong 
with much improving and informative matter. (3) In the 
end an -3 cheap form of publication devoured the other; the 
part-issue was driven off the market by its rival the magazine 
serial... for the reader could get his instalment of a novel and 
much $Uv besides zt the same pric=. M {4) These developments 
had repercussions in the author-reader relationship which 
tended to become mucffcToSir^Vrssult of serial publication, 
a fact that proved to be of the utmost importance for charlas 
Dickers, Serial publication gave back zo story-telling "its on?- 
ma! context of pejformance"(S)sJnce the outcome of an author's 
could be measured ! mm ad me 
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"few stayed long enough to get a really solid grounding even 
in the rudiments."(0 Still, there was a marked increase in lite- 
racy and, as a consequence, an expanded and diversified read- 
ing public which required an expanded literature. "Clearly 
the passion for fiction was endemic among the lower orders, 
too. Another investigator in London reported the widespr- 
ead habit of owning books in working-class families, but poin- 
ted out that the Bible and religious books were the least read, 
while the greatest proportion of books 'were narrative" (2) 
Fiction, and that not always of the best sort, provided mu- 
ch needed diversion. But there were other incentives drawing 
men to printed material: "the desire to keep up with the eve- 
nts of the fast - changing world; the spirit of self - improve- 
ment which permeated down to the masses ... and the seeth- 
ing social unrest which found expression and focus in the 
radical propaganda of the period from 1815 to 1850.'* (3) in 
addition to books, a " new journalism succeeded in turning 
every working man into a newspaper reader. "(4) The pub- 
lishing business was quick co^ understand and utilize the 
situation and "in the mid forties the invention of various pro- 
cesses ( especially of ink -blocking on cloth ) made cheap

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number of early travellers to the East recommended it as a 
true picture of the then slowly changing Muslim Orient. P.ea- 
flistic scenes of everyday life are cleverly mingled with rom- 
ance.'^ I) After all, they deal with life's fundamentals: death, 
old age, marriage, anger, fear, pain, love, regret, loyalty, bea- 
uty, religious faith, temptation, sickness, delight, luck-in sho- 
rt, all aspects of life's experiences and feelings. 

I he tales were also popular, especially in the nineteenth 
century, among a new semi-educated audience of fiction-rea- 
ders, many of whom were still unacquainted with the class- 
ics of prose fiction. The radicalism of romantic heroes, the 
oriental scenery, the exotic element, and the mysterious and 
miraculous appealed to the urban working class. In its reading 
matter, this class "was not only a new market for literature, 
it had its own tastes. "(2) It demanded more excitement, 
scandal and sentiment in its reading matter. The appeal of the 
oriental and exotic elements to the public was "an escape fr- 
om the actual degradation and licence of town and factory 
conditions." (3) This somewhat harsh evaluation must, of cou- 
rse, be seen within the framework of the relations between 
reading public, authors, and publishing business. Most chil- 
dren in England spent at least some time in school, though"

in the midst of unreality, a verisimilitude, is mentioned to 
account in large part for the popularity of the book. "The cit- 
ies of Baghdad and Cairo, the countries of the East, the Seven 
Seas, are real places, though so far away that they seem on 
the borders of fairyland. Time as well as space is an actuality, 
however remote and vague." (1) The European reader found 
it easy to imagine himself present at the scenes described bec- 
ause customs and manners were felt to be described in vivid 
detail. 

Indeed, throughout the whole of the Arabian Nights, th- 
ere is not a single violation of probability for which we 
could not produce a similar instance in European works 
of fiction: and the great merit of the Arabian appears to 
be, that whenever 

he has recourse to supernatural agency, the personages 
whom he suffers to be under the species of influence, lose 
none of their human feelings, but, in the most extraor- 
dinary situations and circumstances, act under human 
motives and inducements. (2) 
Other commentators observed that the tales were told in a 
simple, direct manner with little subtlety or sophistication: 
all black and white without shadings. 'There are no great id- 
eas in them; no thought-provoking theories or philosoph- 
ies. There is only folk wisdom, sometimes crudely and often 
beautifully expressed. "(3)Even the make-believe66"is so clev- 
erly Doised that ail those who translated the book and a large

the Arabian Ntqhts, or whether the tales helped in accelerating 
Romanticism, the/ won their way to the hearts of the people, 
'■ and attained a popularity such as few books had. 

In addition to the foregoing causes for the enthusiastic 
reception of the book, the interest in the tales themselves 

was appreciated. "They are all stories which have long been told 
before they were written. The same reason for the force of the 
Psalms: all the non-essentials are dropped during long repetition. 
Same for ballads." (S) 

It was not only their rich colour and exotic setting-chat 
element which has made the fortune of their imitators. 
For all their magic and mystery they stood on the solid 
ground of reality; though their characters might be sta- 
ndardized and undeveloped, their adventures were real 
adventures, told with an instinct for the dramatic. Ben- 
eath their fantasy anp ( exotic appeal there was a mora! 
core, without which they could not have entered so dee- 
ply into the heart of Europe, nor have preserved for two 
centuries a place in the affections of both learned and sim- 
ple. The real East became but the more vivid and its inf- 
luence the more potent that it was freed from the cum- 
bering extravagances that had hitherto obscured it. (2) 
The tales were considered to be hr mora like real life than 
many other stories: "There is the wonder and strzn^ene^' 
the unexpectedness which is so much more frequent in life 
than in the 'realistic' novel." {3} This scrange sense of reality

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Arabian Niqhts there would have been no Robinson Crusoe, 
and perhaps no Guliiver's Travels. (I) 
The Arabian Nights, then, "came at the psychological 
moment,"(2) and was the ideal refuge of the romantics, from 
the very beginning of Romanticism on to its latest survivals. 
It was not only the romantics who found echoes of their longi- 
ngs and desires in the tales of the Arabian Niqhts. Victorians, 
also, attempted "to maintain momentary escapes to a realm 
of spontaneity and freedom or to throw shades of fancy upon 
reality itself in order to make it more acceptable," (3) 

The romantic character of the Arabian Niqhts, then, was 
the chief reason for the popularity of, the tales. On the other 
hand, Ernest Bernbaum gives the book an even greater impact 
when he states: 

If the first English translation had been worthy of the 
Arabian original, or even of the French intermediary, 
the Pre-Romantic Movement might have been accelerated by 
contact with a world so different from the neo-classic,. 
so unrationalistic, so colorful in its imaginative freedom, Sensu- 
ousness, and fatalism. Decades were to pass before the 
real qualities of the Arabian Niqhts were felt, the crude 
prosaic style of the translation almost destroying them; 
nevertheless a few of its most obvious marvels were Perceived 
and imitated whether it was the romanticists who popularized

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stories of one's own day. There was a turning from the 
"annals of England" as well as from Greece and Rome, 
a turning that took two lines of escape, one temporal, 
the other geographic. The first was a return to the Mi- 
ddle Ages . . . The other escapist path ied to remote lands. 
Under the stimulus of The Arabian Nights, first translated 
into occidental languages in the first two decades of the 
century, and of Jesuit "relations*' as well as of the liter- 
ature of travel and trade, there were definite idealizat- 
ions of Chinese, Persian, Arabian and other Oriental 
peoples, (i) 

In the tales of the Arabian Nights, then, Englishmen found "an 
escape from the undesirable realities of their own culture and 
society. "(2) They helped in creating a dream world In which 
the hard facts of real life were evaded. "The picture of the 
remote, mysterious, gorgeous East depicted in these tales 
gratified the growing taste for the unusual, the marvelous, 
the wild, and for the picturesaue, the exotic, the extravagant 
allaying classical restraint, and exciting the imagination." (3) 
The Arabian Niqhls, essentially a production of the people, 
possessed in a superlative degree the one quality, hitherto 
overlooked by men of letters, but indispensable in a 
popular literature, che spirit of adventure, it h not. over- 
rash to suggest that it supplied the clue for which the 
popular writers were searching, and that but

most typical of neo-classicism, all the emotions and imagina- 
tion which had been suppressed for so long began to show 
themselves in an interest in romantic stories.iegends and impr- 
obable tales, especially those set in a a foreign land. In fact, 
even while the vogue of neo-classicism was at its height, a num- 
ber of poets began to write in a special mood which betrayed 
a new sensibility and heralded the romantic movement. The 
change was slow and gradual, and, in the works of Thomson, 
Young, Gray, Collins and Blair, some of the elements peculiar 
to the classical age became allied with a new tenderness of 
feeling and a keener sense of nature. As time went by, the 
disintegration of the classical ideal grew more distinct. Reason 
was replaced by a sense of the mysterious, wit by humor and 
pathos. Gradually, the Age of Reason gave way to an Age of 
Sentiment. 

"Undoubtedly there was an excess of sentimentality after the 
vogues of Richardson and Rousseau were established." (l)Other 
aspects of Romanticism in England were: sensibility, primit- 
ivism, love of nature, sympathetic interest in the past, mysti- 
cism and individualism. These aspects were manifested through 
an escape from the familiar known world into the unknown 
and hence mysterious parts of the earth. George Sherburn, 
when writing about "Accentuated Tendencies" in the eight- 
eenth century, asserts that the means of escape were "Medie- 
valism" and "Oriental Exotism" : 

if a genuine thirst for novelty cannot be quenched by, 
classical story, it is not likely to be satisfied for long by

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transformed into a blackened, ruined countryside of mine 
.shafts, tali chimneys pouring out smoke, and horrible indust- 
rial towns in which people lived and worked under appalling 
conditions. The standards of morality and decency had begun 
to sink rather low. The criminal classes had gathered boldness 
and numbers in spite of ruthless laws; ignorance and brutality 
had become widespread among the poorer classes, and the 
introduction of cheap gin increased alcoholism at an alarming 
rate. Religion offered little consolation to the laboring poor 
and the paupers. The churches and organized religion did not 
deal adequately with the problems arising from^the new urban 
and industrializing trends. 

The world-or at least the younger generation-was bec- 
oming restless, disillusioned with things as they were, and 
hungry for change. In literature, reactionary tendencies during 
the Augustan Age were contrary to Augustan feeling. The age 
ignored and denounced too often the Inner life of men, their 
hidden dreams and desires and hopes, all that belonged esse- 
ntially to men as individuals and as members of a society. Aut- 
hors felt that the artificial conventions and strict regulations 
of the neo-classical art were forced, unnatural and oppressive 
to originality and spontaneity of spirit. In spite of all its merits, 
the Augustan literature, itself, was not really classic; it was pse- 
udoclassic. "It lacked the element that gives to Greek litera- 
ture its unparalleled glory and chzrm-Unconsdcusness. The 
literature of the school of Pope was painfully self-conscious."

ation. He had a bright, flexible style, admirably fitted for 
the purpose he had in view, lucid yet eloquent, smooth 
and polished without being over elaborate, yet longdrawn 
enough to suit the languorous indolence of Eastern life.(2) 
Galland selected his materials and skilfully adapted them to 
contemporary European taste, emphasizing the fantastic and 
the miraculous, carefully avoiding reference to sex, and add- 
ing morals at the end of theories. "Galland's divergences 
from his manuscripts were not due to ignorance nor to care- 
lessness, but to his determination to adapt the Arabian Nights 
to the literary laws of the time, which were lax in the matter 
of iiterary license and rigorous iryegard to matters of taste. 
(3) Galland's version, in short, was tha origin of a book that 
has left a deep imprint on the European imagination, and ins- 
tilled notions of the mysterious East in the minds of Europe- 
ans that no other book has created. He, to put it metaphorically,

There are many reasons for tne popularity of Che Nights 
in England. In the first place, it came through France, and the 
French exerted a tremendous influence on English literature

This is the only detailed study of the Oriental Tale in England; 
it does not, however, trace the influence to original Oriental 
texts. 
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ts over the entire work. He tried hard to retain the fla- 
vour of oriental quaintness and naivete of the medieval 
Arab by writings the Arab would have written in Engli- 
sh'. The result is a work containing thousands of words 
and phrasee of great beauty, and, to the western ear, 
originlity. (1) 

AM the translations, including the ones surveyed, have, 
each in its own way, won their place in literature. "Their his- 
tory is a small part of the literary history of Europe, iogether 
by their merits and defects, they have determined and shap- 
ed the approximate, mobile faulty, familiar, living notion wh- 
ich the Occident has of the book and its stories "(2) 

To anyone familiar with both the original Arabic text 
and the translations it is puzzling how the same tales can co- 
nvey such different and even opposits impressions. Stylistic- 
ally they undergo a metamorphosis when rendered from Ara- 
bic into English and other European languages. While the Ara- 
bic text seems-at least to A r^bs, -straightforward, familiar, 
simple, colloquial, even vulgar^?! language of the English 
translations can best be described as "exotic" and "oriental". 
Burton, for example, had a weakness for archaic and uncomm- 
on expressios, he coined words to render the meaning of the 
Arabic original, his idiom seems affected and unnatural and 
the style flowery, he sought out the exact English equivalent 
for Arabic words at the expense of clearness and compre- 
hensibility. Any phrase or sentence, chosen at random, 
will demonstrate the point; a short Arabic statement may be

and the most famous. Burton was eminently qualified for the 
task: 

As a traveler, Burton was a real adventurer; as a scholar, 
he could hold his own with any academic Orientalist 
in Europe; as a character, he was fully aware of the nee- 
essity of combat between himself and the uninformed 

teachers who .-an Europe and European knowledge with 
such precise anonymity and scientific firmness. Every- 
thing Burton wrote testifies to his com bati verses.?, rarely 
with more candid contempt for his opponents than in 
the preface to his translation of the Arabian Nights, He 
seems to have taken a special sort of infantile pleasure 
in demonstrating that he knew more than any profess- 
ional scholar, that he had acquired many more details 
than they had, that he could handle the material with 
more wit and tact and freshness than they. (2) 

No one has attempted to duplicate his efforts since the pub- 
lication of his translation. 

The great charm of Burton's translation, viewed as lit- 
erature, lies in the veil of romance and exoticism he cas-

none gives the name of the English translator, though 
all mention Galland. Perhaps the most important point to be 
observed is that the order and text of the tales, in all 
of the English editions described, are the same, it seems 
likely, therefore, that the first English translation, made 
some time prior to 1712, served as the master record, 
as it were, of all 18th century editions in English. It was 
not until the year 1798 that an attempt was (2) made to 
improve upon the prose, of this first English translator. 
The first Grub Street translator, also, invented the title, 
The Arabian Nights' Entertainments, which has stuck to the 
tales ever since and was even translated into Arabic for the 
Caicutla edition of 1839-42. 

In spite of its defects, it established the popularity of the Nights 
in England, and was read with delight by Englishmen It was 
followad by other renderings and direct translations from the 
Arabic. The first attempt to render a complete and faithful 
translation of the printed texts of the Nights into English v/as 
made bv Henry Torrens in 1338, but he died prematurely 
and only one cut of his projected nine or ten volumes was 
completed. He only published, in a literal translation, the 
first fifty 'nights' In which he tried to give the feeling of the 
original. This was followed by S.W. Lane's translation (3 vols,, 
1339-40. which v,-i; a bswd^enssd section intended for 
the drawing room. jt was copious, nau vaiUo/Ors anfrouiuc/ni,

until the present time. In Arab universities the Nights is not 
studied, and if Arab scholars deal with the work at all, they 
concentrate on its non-literary aspects. In general, Arabs 
do not see much difference between the folk-tales that are 
told, mostly to children, by simple and uneducated people, 
and the tales Scheherazade told the "happy king" to save her 
hfe. Because of their colloquial language, unsophisticated style, 
and, at times, coarse content such tales, inside and outside 
the Arabian Nights, are not considered to belong to the realm 
of literature proper. In addition to this, it is important to 
keep in mind that the Nights does not have the exotic appeal 
for Arabs that plays such an important role for European rea- 
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When Galfand brought out the first partial translation

The Arabian Nights' Entertainments won its way into the 
hearts of the English people at the time of its first introduction 
in the early part of the eighteenth century. The universality 
of its appeal, its quality of charm and its captivating literary 
power have maintained its constant popularity until the pres- 
ent time. 

Poets, novelists, critics and essayists have read Schehera- 
zade's tales, and gratefully acknowledged their formative 
influence upon their imagination.

aetorical Difficulties 

in the Reading Comprehension of 
EST to the iraqi students of 
Science

I. Introduction: 

It seems that there are currently two major views on the 
nature of English for Science and Techno!ongy (EST). One of 
them would appear to take the point of view that there is a 
special "register" in scientific discourse and treat this register 
as a "special language" which is composed of certain lexical 
items and some frequent grammatical structures which can 
be identified with different functions and concepts of the disci- 
pline for which the language is used. Consequently, the teaching 
of scientific English materials differ from the teaching of global 
ELT materials only by being associated with language data 
which is scientific and technical in referential content, theref- 
ore the focus of attention in EST teaching will be on teaching 
the related grammatical structures and lexical items which 
are highly distributed in scientific discourse. (1) 

The Last decade, on the other hand, has witnessed the 
rise of a new strategy in the teaching of EST.
